I do not for a moment suggest that the great German statesman initiated 
Jew-hating and baiting, which has never ceased since the Pharaohs, but what I 
maintain and will prove is, that he was the inventor both of the expression an 
the essence of anti-Semitism. ag 

Files of the leading German papers of the Bismarckian era not being 
accessible to me. I cannot fix the exact date of what Iam about to record, but 
your Berlin correspondent, if so minded, might easily supply the omission. 

_ It was when the Iron Chancellor propounded in the German Parliament 
his proposal to inaugurate a colonial policy by the annexation of Samoa, that 
successful opposition was raised by three parties, then headed by three Jews 
Lasker, representing the National Liberals, Bamberger, the great politica 
economist, and Wolfsohn. of Hamburg, on behalf of the then Free Cities. | 

The man of “iron and blood,” whose relentless hatred of all who opposed 
him knew no bounds, there and then denounced the “ unpatriotic” Jews in no 
measured terms, and asked why die Herren Semiten should always be in 
Opposition to the Government. 

Not content with this. his organ, the Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, 
launched a trenchant leader against the Semites. 

From that time forth anti-Semitism sprang into being, Treitschke, the 
historian, Sticker. the Court Chaplain and Dibring. the philos 
its chief sponsors. | | 

Ribald writers without number were allowed scurnilously to attack 
Jews and Judaism under the egis of the Chancellor unrestrained, until the virus 


of Jew-hatred permeated school and university, government and commercial 


circles with little present prospect of a cure. 

Yet, when his material interests were concerned, the anti-Semitic Chan- 
ccllor had no objection to profit by the counsels ofa Bleichroder, or to submit the 
management of his extensive paper-manufactory toa Semite, or even the tutorship 


of his children toa then professing Jew, Kayser, whose later promotion to a } 


high political post was made dependent upon his conversion to Christianity. 

In hke manner the Russian “Father of Lies,” and inventor of the anti- 
Jewish May-Laws, Ignatieff, maintained in his employ, as most serviceable and 
trustworthy, a Jewish bailiff of his landed property. Facts, indeed, are 
stubborn things. 

Dr. Schidrowitz merits the thanks of his coreligionists for the spirited 
manner in which he has set forth the true attitude of Bismarck towards the 
Jewish race.

PROFESSOR RICHARD GOTTHEIL AND THE ORTHODOX 
CONFERENCE—A LONG DEFERRED CORRECTION. © 


Sik,—I regret exceedingly the necessity of entering the lists against my 
sometime teacher, Professor Richard Gottheil. I had sincerely hoped that what 
had been told to me of the unfairness of his references to the Orthodox Con- 
ference, in his letter to you, would prove groundless. But on coming home 
puectey from my summer's vacation and looking up your issue of June 25th, 
I find his account so unjust and misleading, that I feel it a duty which I dare 
not shirk, to send you, even at this late date, the following correction. | 

Professor Gottheil prefaces-his account with the general remark that the 
Conference was a disappointment. “The Convention has done nothing more 
than state some principles and denounce Reform.” Now, of course, the work 
the Conference has undertaken is vast, the labourers few, and the work has Just 
begun. Professor Gottheil, therefore, may, in a certain sense, be right 1 
thinking that the Conference has not yet accomplished everything that 1t 1s 
possible for such a Conference to accomplish. But by means of only a few 
random selections from his “letter,” I hope to convince the readers of the 
* JEWISH CHRONICLE” that, had every member of that Orthodox Conference 
been an Elijah the Tishbite, with power to loosen and to bind, with authority “4 
solve all ultimate problems which he perplexed Jewry, to Professor Gott eil 
it ever would remain a disappointment. here is none so blind as he who will 
not see.

His tests for “ largeness” are undoubtedly more esoteric, e.g., con- 
remptible flirtation with Unitarianism, Jesusolatry, apostasy in the ane of 
membership in the Ethical Culture Society, and such like. In that: case, of 
course, he 1s right. All “ large ” congregations have come under the influence of 
the “ reformatory commotion,” as the Rev. Isaac M. Wise, in his characteristic 
pidgin-English utsit. It is most true that not a single “large” congregation 
was represented at the Conference. 

«The Conference did practically nothing more than denounce Reform. .. . 
[t characterises the movement.” It is really sad to contemplate that a gentleman 
of Prof. Gottheil’s vernon, pug character should place things in a perspective 
so frightfully distorting. The sessions of the Conference extended over two 
days and two nights—the day sessions for business, and the evening sessions for 
oublic addresses. There were three addresses the first evening and four the 
second evening—all these, as well as the deliberations of the two days, were 
untarnished by the mention of Reform or its denunciation. To this statement 
there is, however, One exception. The Rev. Meldola de Sola, of Montreal, made 
his usual honest onslaught on Reform and Reformers. How little, however, 
this habitual outburst of the Rev. de Sola was shared by the Conference was 
seen on the afternoon of the second day. The Rev. de Sola for one moment 
thought that his peculiar views ought to be declared the sense of the Conference 
as a body ; he was unanimously voted down. But, for reasons most specific no 
doubt, Prof. Gottheil overlooks the other seven papers—among them a really 
remarkable one by Lewis A. Dembitz, the eminent jurist of Louisville, Ky., 
and makes the work of the Conference to coincide with the paper of the Rev. de 
Sola in order with an outraged and disappointed air to be able to state: “The 
Conference did ong mtg more than denounce Reform!” If such be the ethics of 
Reform, it merits, in the cpinion of your people, something far stronger than 
denunciations. 

But there is worse to follow. Anybody who reads Dr. Gottheil’s “ Letter” 
critically cannot pin the suspicion that the whole thing reads as if 
written in advance of the event. s for the De Sola incident that presents no 
difficulty ; he could depend on that to come off as positively as on the sun to rise 
the next day. His “ Letter” is all in all a splendid example of new journalism 
kept within bounds of probability by a few touches borrowed from the garbled 
accounts of the first day's session furnished by the daily press. This, and this 
alone, will explain Professor Gottheil’s mysterious silence on everything that 
took place on the second day and second evening. This suspicion of ours becomes 
an absolute certainty when we read at the conclusion of the “ Letter” that it was 
written on June 9th,{whereas the Conference sessions were hardly over by 11 p.m. 
of that same date. Here at last we get prejudice, the real, genuine, and literal 
article. 

Now I do not for one moment imagine that this performance of my sometime 
teacher will in any way help or hinder the future work of the Orthodox 
Conference. But it seems to me that to a gentleman like Professor Gottheil, who 
has aspirations to become an historian, such displays of odium theologicum are 
not at all creditable. : 

Now for a little advice to Professor Gottheil. Let him in future when 
writing of Orthodox Judaism or Jews, drop altogether the mask of friendship. 


We know he is not pipeg | the only one who has adopted these.tactics in fighting | 


Orthodoxy. Even the learned Dr. Kohler, in his recent Reform Conference 
Address, starts out with some very fair remarks on Orthodoxy, only painfully to 
try toraise a laugh at its expense as he went on. The tiresome Professor G. 
Deutsch, after protesting his friendship for nearly every Orthodox rabbi, chazan, 
and shochet in the United States and Canada (Rev. and Mrs. Meldola de Sola 
included by special mention) repeats against Talmudical Judaism a slander only 
alittle inferior in vileness to the blood accusation. And now comes the amiable 
Professor Gottheil with his: “I do not say this from any wish to find fault or 
to belittle the meeting. I welcomed the Conference as a harbinger of good, &c.” 
Methinks all these gentlemen, especially the latter two, protest too much. I 
would remind Professors G. Deutsch and R. Gottheil that it is only children, and 
those of a generation long ago dead, that would fail to recognise the wolf, simply 
because he had whitaiad bie paws with chalk or swostetiod: his voice.

Mr. Simon states that your editorial was a “ gross misrepre- 
sentation entirely false” where it says that the Reform 
has severed the connection with the heart and_ life-blood 
of Judaism. I would submit that if the observance of the oral law, the mainten- 
ance of traditional rites and the preservation of the liturgy constitute Judaism 
—then the charge is just and true. There is, however, no good to be served by 
recrimination ; it would be an advantage if those holding opposite views, sought 
to mollify rather than accentuate their aiibacedinbn ; strife weakens us individually . 
and collectively, it impedes our onward march as the teachers of humanity, and 
retards the approach of that day, when Israel's mission will be fulfilled and the 
belief in the Unity of God shall break like a flood of light upon the earth.

ZIONISM IN AMERICA. 


A CHAT WITH DR. H. PEREIRA MENDES. 
| BY A CORRESPONDENT, | 


The Rev. Dr. H. Pereira Mendes, the well-known minister of the New York’ 


Portuguese Congregation, has been spending a few days in London, and I have 
availed myself of this opportunity to interview the reverend gentleman on 
American Zionism and his own attitude towards it. This distinguished repre- 
sentative of Orthodoxy in the, United States has taken an active part in the 
Zionist movement. The current number of the North American Review contains 


‘an article on the subject from his pen, but the views I elicited from him were 


additional to those which he has expressed in that connection, They will have 
a special interest for readers at the present moment, when we are on the eve of 
the second Basle Congress. | | 

__ Although Dr. Mendes stands in the very forefront of American orthodoxy— 
using the term in quite as definite a meaning as it bears with us—and has been so 
prominent in the Zionist movement, he does not identify himself with the Herzl 
programme. 

“T do not,” he said, “subscribe to Political Zionism. I have always been 
opposed to the idea of purchasing Palestine, and also to that of Jews creating 
a Jewish State except on the lines and by the methods prescribed by the Bible. 
I would be called a‘ Biblio-Zionist.’” may be widely 
applied. 
| “When we heard of the proposition to hold the first Basle Zionist Congress, 
I asked the President of the New York Jewish Board of Ministers to call a 
special meeting to decide upon action for or against the movement. We held 
two meetings of the Board, with two or three laymen who were invited to join 
our deliberations. I shall never forget those meetings; they were magnificent 
by reason of the intense enthusiasm of all present.” 

* No, opinions varied. I stated my own belief that there would be a

“But what reason have you for believing that the present is not ‘God's 
own time, and Herzi’s Scheme ‘God’s own way ?’”

I endeavoured to smooth the matter over, believing that it would 
be a calamity if the Sultan were to take any action against the present colonies 
or were to impede any future movements in connection with them 
Evidently the suspicions of the Turkish Government have been aroused by the 
agitation of political Zionists and exaggerated reports. Dr. Herzl will need to be 
very cautious lest, as a result of his action, steps be taken by the Sultan that may 
be detrimental to Jewish interests.” 

“ But you believe in a Jewish model State?” __ | 

“Yes, I believe in a state that will one day arise to realise the prophets 
ideal of a community in which all the virtues, with the happiness that they will 
bring with them, will reign supreme. True Zionism means a model Govern. 
ment, a model condition of society as legislated for in the Jewish code. I repeat 
that this Jewish model State will ultimately be established on Bible lines, anq 
by Bible methods; and that it will be promoted by the combined action of the 
Powers, in which, of course, Turkey will be a consenting element. But I do 
not see how the action of Dr. Herzl is to bring this about. Let me add that 
the realization of Zionism, to my mind, is less for the benefit of us Hebrews 
For example, the Jewish State wil] 
be the only state able to arbitrate for any nation without ag Moo npnes 

“But some of us think that the maintenance of the National Idea js 
calculated to weaken the Jewish sentiment of loyalty to the countries in which 
we may reside.” 

“It ought not to do so, because the allegiance we should owe to the model 
Jewish State would be a spiritual and not a material allegiance. The two ideas, 
therefore, cannot clash in any way. That is why the Orthodox Convention 
upholds the National Idea, while it does not subscribe to the Herzl programme. 
It we have faith in Jeremiah xxxi. 34, 35, we must believe that not only are 
the Jews still a nation, but that they will continue as such until the sun ceases to 
shine.” 

“Then your ideas of Zionism are very similar to those held by our Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Adler ?” ; 

‘“T presume they are, and I am quite content to stand where such a good 
personal friend stands.” 


ZIONISM ITALY. 


----- 
| FROM A CORRESPONDENT]. 


Italy has been the last country in the world to follow the Zionistic move- 
ment .and had it not been for the stubborn exertion of M. Marcou Barouh, who 
made himself the apostle of the cause in the south of Europe, even the few 
Committees in Leghorn, Turin, Florence and Naples would not exist. At any 
rate, it would be hazardous to state that they will succeed in getting great 
numbers of adherents. Circumstances which are very far from being unpleasant 
to the Jews are responsible for this abstention from an agitation which more or 
less has attracted Judaism in all parts of the globe. From the point of view of 
full and actual emancipation, Italy has the advantage over England that 
scarcely any victims of persecution make their appearance on Italian soil, and 
the description of the oppression of our brethren in South-Eastern Europe is 
not sufficient to stir her to the length of sacrificing the benefit of political 
equality in order to pursue ideals impossible of realisation.. The existence of 
Committees of the Alliance Isra¢lite Universelle in the principal Jewish centres 
of Italy and the considerable amounts they send year after year to the Holy 
Land are a proof that Jews in that country are quite conscious cf the 
duty of solidarity. Above that there is to be considered the influence they 
always seek to exercise in favour of the persecuted by the means afforded them 
through the high positions they hold in politics. Nevertheless, some Jews of 
stronger feeling but lighter consideration were snared by Zionism, and the 
Rabbi of Naples is alleged to be about to go to Basle with the object of 
‘representing,’ without, however, receiving any mandate thereto from any con- 
gregation in the Peninsula. <A professor at Leghorn, who occupied for many 
years a public post, is delivering lectures on Zionism, but his are merely attempts 
at eloquence, meeting with strong objections on the part of the audience, who 
cannot understand the piacteabilis of the scheme. The Rev. Elia 
Benamozegh, in the same town, watches in silence the efforts of his disciple and 
Senior Rabbi seems to approve them theoretically. | 

But this is not the case with Professor Eude Lolli, who holds the Chair of 
Hebrew in the Padua University. and is the Chief Rabbi of the cOmsnED of 
the same town. He has addressed to the editor of the Corriere Israelitico a long 
letter of four pages to denounce the dangers to modern Judaism. 
from the present agitation, and the motives which prompted it. “I do not 
know,” he says, “ how to imagine that a State can be suddenly produced, nor see 
that economical, intellectual and moral conditions can permit the plan to be 
carried out. My doubts become still stronger when I consider in what a low 
state of culture are the great majority of our coreligionists and how powerful is 
the sway of mysticism upon them. Then, how are we to form a union of people 
gathered from all parts of the world so unlike one another in temperament, 
customs, languages and persuasions? I cannot realise the possibility of an agree- 
ment between such diverse elements; I think that either the number would 
oe and so a State would be founded to be a prey to mysticism, or hatred, 

iscord and civil war would be permanent therein, until soon it would be brought 
to afresh dissolution. That is why, I think, the purpose aimed at is impossible 
of attainment, and that even in case of success it would be of no use.” The 
national sentiment with the Jews, in the Rev. E. Lolli’s opinion, is a matter of com- — 
munity of religious feeling and belief, whereas “ aspirations of unity of Fatherland 
and rule can be entertained only in some countries in which exceptional laws an 
ill-treatment prevent love for the new Fatherland being substituted for the old one 
and are altogether to be discarded in all civilised countries where Jews openly 
recognise as their one Fatherland the country in which they were born and 
loyally accept the nationality of the people among whom they live.” The Rabbi 
reaches the climax in his condemnation when he says that “we must be careful 
not to throw fresh fuel on the fire by fostering the spirit of separatism which 
Zionism is calculated to enhance everywhere and which cannot result to the 
advantage of the Jews.” These words, uttered by the Chief of the Padua 
Synagogue and endorsed by ninety-nine per cent. of the Jewish population all 
over the country, are sufficient to contradict a Lausanne gazette which states 
that Italy follows in earnest the Zionist movement ; and will be instrumental in 
stopping the misleading action of many organs of the press abroad, according to 
which Israelites are not satisfied with emancipation even in such places in which 
it is rg and sincerely applied in all manifestations of public life. As to the 
Italian Jewish papers, the Vessillo Jsraelitico, published in Piedmont, under the 
fhe Pg of astrict neutrality, opposes Zionism, whilst the Trieste Correre 

sraelitico, although it gave hospitality to the letter in question, is a strenuous 
penal of the movement, but its readers live mostly far from Italy and it 1s 
influenced by the atrocious facts of Galicia. The organs of the general ® pies 
owned by Jews are not at all favourable to Zionism.

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FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS CASE. 


— — 


M. Michel Breal, 


M. Michel Bréal writes to le Siecle that he .was from the first, unlike many 
of his friends, convinced of the innocence of Dreyfus, and his reasons form an 
interesting picture of a section of J ewish society. 


From the first I felt mistrust, when I saw from what quarter came the accusations, 
andin what enigmatic terms. In the newspapers known for their animosity against the 
Jews, appeared articles denouncing an enormous crime, but not explaining its nature. In 
what the treason consisted was unknown, everyone had different information. One thing 
was certain, on one point alone no difference existed, the traitor was a Jewish officer. I 
was astonished to see this precision as to the person of the accused united to this ignorance 
of his crime. Seeing that the alleged criminal was a Jew, and that this chorus of repro- 
pation came from the anti-Jewish organs, I distrusted an accusation which began so 
strangely. The latter part of the affair corresponded with the commencement. The same 

rtion of the press was always in advance of the officers of justice, was sure of the result 
when the preliminary examination was still unfiniehed, and was clamouring for chastise- 
ment long before knowing on what motives it should be based. The accused person was 
pursued with unusual vehemence, and the punishment fixed by law was regarded as inade- 
quate. Aggravations of the penalty, as cruel as they were needless, were approved, were 
called for. IfI had been able to believe in the crime,I should have said that the hatreds 
which had been openly expressed for years had unhappily found an occasion for satisfac- 
faction. But it was the crime itself which appeared to me inconceivable. Like the rest 
of the world, I first enquired whether the accused was in debt, a gambler, in bad odour 
with his superiors, if he had any reason to plunge into so dangerous and guilty an adven- 
ture. But I found no reason, no one found any. The ultimate analysis resulted only 
in this—that he was a Jew. On that point I have certain means of enlightenment beyond 
the general public. 

M. Bréal now confirms his impression by details of anTautobiographical 
nature :— 

A coreligionist of Dreyfus, Alsatian like Dreyfus. I know a little better than most of 
the world what is likely to be the state of mind of an Alsatian Jewish 
oficer. I have long since laid aside the bonds of a particular religious 
confession; many of my friends treat me playfully as an anti-Semite. This ie 
not the moment to explain myself upon the geceral question. What is important 
is to say that I owe to my birtha greater knowledge than most peop'e possess of the ideas 
waich prevailed, before and after the war, in well-to-do families of the Alsatian Jewish 
world. I know in what ideas children were brought up, what were the views and ambi- 
tions of their parents. 


Their eyes were turned upon Paris. To enter one of the great schools of Paris was | 


the dream formed for their sons; if this school could be the Ecole Polytechnique, there 
was nothing more tv be desired. To be a Government engineer, to be an officer of 
the artillery or of the sappers and miners, carried a distinction in which the whole family 
shared; I still rememrer the impression which these uniforms made in our Alsatian 
towns. It cannot yet be forgotten what a contingent of pupils Strasbourg and Metz 
furnished to our military academies. The Israelites of Alsace figured in a goodly 
proportion, and as they knew that in other courtries matters were differently ordered, 
that in France itself this equality was of recent date, their pride was augmented, their 
am:ur-propre was all the more excited. 

Atter the war, this state of mind was but reinforced. From 1871 to 1880 patriotism 
was the dominant note in the instruction of youth. For the Alsatian Jews, the patriotic 
sentiment found particular stimulus in the comparison with the German army, a comparison 
for which materials were always under our eyes. While in France every sous-lieutenant, 
of whatever birth, had the right to hope for the highest ranks, for decorations, for social 
standing in the regiment and in life, it was well known that a soldier of Dreyfus’ religion 
must abandon any expectation in the German army of becoming, I will not say a colonel— 
bat an officer at all. The lower grades in the regiment, a more or less distant tolerance in 
civil life, was all he could aspire to. 

Think now what probability there was that a pupil of the Polytechnic School, 
almitt-d to specially honourable functions at tte Ministry of War, besides being rich, 
reputed, married, of regular life, should compromise all that, together with his honour and 
liberty, for the sak2 of Germany, which would have, even if it wished, nothing to off r 
him in return, but the contempt of all officers, with the execration of all honest peopie. 

_M. Michel Bréal expresses his regret that so much has been done by recent 
agitations to alienate the hearts of the Alsatians. 

I do not speak of the Israelites, whom certain newspapers bespatter with mud to such 
a point that Germany, by comparison, must seem to them a country of toleration. But 
tue Protestants of Alsace, who see how such men as Scheurer-Kestner and Picquart are 
treated, the sincere Catholics who do not desire to have imposed upon them the rule of 
journalists Without conviction and without scruple, what wish can they now form to join 
in uur political strife? They are not only good servants lost for France: they will sconer 
or later be good servants gained by our neighbours. What remained to us of Alsace we 
are now succeeding in losing. ,

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ISIDOR BUSH, ST. LOUIS. te 


_ _Mr. Isidor Bush, whom a biographer claims as a veritable Chevalier Bayard, 
died on the 4th inst., in St. Louis, where he had resided 49 years. He was born 
at Prague (Bohemia), on January 15th, 1822, and was seriously injured in a 
conflagration at the age of seven and almost crippled for life. At the home 
of Gustav Fischel, one of the companions of his youth, he met Leopold Zunz, 
Michael Sachs and others, with whom he formed life-long friendships. When 
fifteen years old, Isidor Bush accompanied his father to Vienna, and mastered 
in all its details the latter's printing business. In 1842, he began the publication 
of an annual Juhrbuch fiir Israeliten, which at once took a leading position 
among publications of that kind. Men of all shades of religious thought were 
among the contributors, such as Leopold Zunz, Michael Sachs, E. M. Jost, 8. L. 
Rappaport, S. D. Luzzato, Gotthold Salomon, Ludwig Phillipsohn, Joseph 
Wertheimer, Noah Mannheimer, Theodor Creizenach, Ludwig August Frankl 
and Leopold Stein. Leopold Kompert and Leopold Loew were not then known 
to fame, but Bush early recognised their genius and his Wienwr Jahrbiicher, as 
they came to be called, formed a stepping stone in their career. The Revolution 


of 1848 found Bush on the Liberal side; and when Vienna was wrested from 


the Libérals, and some of his friends were court-martialled and shot. he and others 


fled to America. He opened a stationery and newspaper store in New York, . 


and on March 30th, 1849, he started Isracl’s Herald, the first Jewish weekly 
paper in the United States, but it was not a success owing to lack of means and 
of interest in such a venture on the part of his coreligionists. In a short time 
he went to St. Louis. where he established a wholesale grocery business. In 1857 
Mr. Bush was elected President of the People’s Saving’s Bank, which attained 
success under his management. He, however, lost everything in the Civil War. 
At the opening of that war he became Secretary to General Fremont, with the 
rank of Captain. Subsequently, he became identified with many public organisa- 
tions, but would take no political office of emolument, and was elected on the City 
Council. In 1870 he formed the Isidor Bush Wine and Liquor Company. of 
which he remained President till the time of his death. He devoted most of his 
leisure time to philanthropic work, his chief services being given to the B’nei Brith 
Order, of whose Endowment Fund he was for twenty-four years the Chairman. 
Mr. Bush was one of the founders and first trustees of the Jewish Orphan 
Asylum at Cleveland, Ohio. The Hon. Simon Wolf, of Washington, in a tribute 
to Mr. Bush’s memory, wrote that “he was an American Jew who contributed 


vastly to the uplifting of his fellow-men, and who will live in the ages to come. 


as having been a model and exemplary man. ’ 


ADOLPH SUTRO, SAN FRANCISCO. 


Another prominent American Jew was Adolph Sutro, of San Francisco 
who died on the &th inst. He was a native of Aix-la-Chapelle, and was a 
grandson of Abraham Sutro. the author of «7 Myon. directed against 
the Reform Conference of 1844. At the age of 20 he went to 
America.’ settling in Baltimore. Lhe gold fever led him to San Francisco, 
where he entered business in 185. On the discovery of the 
Comstock lode in Nevada he visited the scene. He saw that money was to be 
made by improving the amalgamation process used for reducing silver ore. He 
closed up his business in San Francisco at once. Experiments were made. 
improvements were accomplished. and then a small mill was erected at Dayton, 
Nev. The enterprise proved a mining and financial suecess. While thus engaged, 
Mr. Sutro’s mind reverted to the tunnel which was to make him famous in 
Europe and America. There was a struggle against odds extending over a 
period of 14 years. But at length the tunnel was pronounced a financial 
success. For yearsafterwards Adolph Sutro was known as one of the most 
enterprising men on the Pacific Coast. He was elected Mayor of San 
Francisco after a severe fight with the Great Southern Pacific 
Railway Company. Nominated by the Populists” only. he received 
ten times the number of votes given for the other candidate on their ticket. 
Mr. Sutro was distinguished for his philanthropy. He threw his splendid place, 
called Sutro Heights. open to the public. and built there what have been 
described as the finest public baths that have been seen since the days of 
Diocletian. Large expanses of the sea are enclosed with granite walls, paved and 
tiled and covered with glass. the tides being admitted through suitable channels in 
the stone. He will, however, be probably best known to fame as the founder of the 
Sutro Library. in the formation of which he has spared no expense, He had 
purchased and stored away about 200,000 volumes. His general library contains 
probably the finest. collection of books, magazines and newspapers 

ealing with South American history, in_ existence. With these he 
intended to stock a fine public library building. the erection of which he 
contemplated. His Hebrew Library contained a great many valuable manuscripts, 
quite a large number of éveunabul1, and contains at least 4,000 rare volumes. - He 
was a fine type of the “self-made” man. 


JOSEPH MOSES FISHER, NORTH SHIELDS. 


The small Jewish community of Shields has suffered an irreparable loss 
by the death of Mr. Joseph Moses Fisher, who passed away after only a few 
hours’ illness last Sabbath morning. Mr. Fisher had for many yeurs been 
Treasurer of the congregation, and fately acted also as Secretary for marriage 

urposes. He was highly respected both in Jewish and non-Jewish circles for 
his probity and charitable character. The esteem in which he was held 
was testified to by: the very large gathering at the funeral, which 
took place on Sunday last ; many friends attending from South Shields, Sunder- 
land, Middlesboro’ and Newcastle, besides a contingent of Freemasons of the 
local lodge, in which Mr. Fisher held a high position. The Rev. M. Rosenbaum, 
of Newcastle-on-Tyne, officiated and delivered an address at the graveside. The 
deceased leaves a widow and five children, for whom much sympathy is felt in 
the sudden bereavement they have sustained.

A Jewish fellow- 
student of Ebers has assured Die Neuzeit that he was born a Jew. This isa point 
which can be easily settled.

The Jewish Workman in Roumania. 


Mr. Soloweitschik does well to point out that the Jews of Roumania, whom 
it pleases the Government to regard as aliens, were actually settled in that 
country by the Roman Emperors. Many Jews, too, arrived there so far back as 
the 15th century, on their expulsion from Spain. Article 44 of the Berlin Treaty, 
as is well known, laid it down that members of every nationality should be 
treated on a footing of absolute equality, regardless of religious belief. By an 
absurd piece of cunning trickery Roumanian Jews have been excluded from the 
benefit of this clause by the Government on the ground that they belonged to no 
country or nation in particular. 

“The majority of the Roumanian Jews,” says Mr. Soloweitschik, “ are small 
tradesmen, mechanics, and artisans. Unfortunately it is impossible to give the 
exact number of Jewish working-men in a country where little or no statistics 
are obtainable, and I am compelled to have recourse to general testimony, and to 
translate several passages from a book on Roumania, taking my choice purposely 
from a book hostile to the Jews. Says the author, Rudolf Bergner : “ The Jews 
apply themselves to everything. It isa remarkable thing that the trade of tiler 
or slater is almost entirely in their hands. Hear, and be astonished! The bright 


and beautiful roofs of Bucharest are the work of Jewish labourers and appren- 


tices.” . . . . Then, a few pages further on, M. Bergner, describing 
“On the way we pass Targula-Frunos 
and Podu Hoci, miserable holes, without a single tree, inside which the Jews 
swarm, and outside, the raven . who would not be astounded to learn that 
60 per cent. of the population of Jassy are Jews. The interior of the town looks 


like the abode of innumerable vampires, surpassing in dirt and in misery any- 


thing we have seen before. Sometimes three or four families live together in 
one room. The Jews are the carriers of water; they push along the wheel- 
barrows of sand and lime; not a single Christian butcher is to be found. All the 


domestics, waiters and coachmen are Jews. But as Jassy cannot be regarded as 


a commercial or industrial town, the greatest poverty and the most frightful 
misery reign among this repugnant race.’ What a flagrant contradiction ! 
Vampires, dying of hunger! 

As Jews may not buy land, and are likewise excluded from the schools and 
the professions, it is not astonishing, says M. Soloweitschik, to find a Roumanian 
author writing “ more than one trade, C hristian one day, has become Jewish the 
next or next but one.” “It appears,’ continued M. Soloweitschik, “that there 
are many more Jewish artisans than Christian; in some towns even one sees 
only Jewish artisans. In Moldavia, ¢.7., the majority of the trades are mono- 
polised by Israelites. A peasant who was questioned on the proposed expulsion 
of the Jews, asked * But what shall we do without them?” 


The following table gives one some notion of the part played by Jews in 


~ Roumanian industries. Although the statistics relate only to Bucharest and to 


one year (1887), they have not on that account lost either their importance or 
their interest :—

Anyone who, in face of these and other figures subsequently adduced by the 
author, can speak of Jewish repugnance to manual work, can be actuated only 
by the most unscrupulous hatred and the blindest prejudice. In certain Roumanian 
towns, as ¢.y., Froscani and Tirgoveta, according to M. Soloweitschik the entire 
Jewish population is engaged in manual work. In other places, like Adgud 
Craiova, Folticeni, Pitesti and Slatina, an enormous number of Jews are 


severity nor the frequent repugnance of the work. They are employed as dray 
men, porters, water-carriers, and even night-watchmen. Their condition 
however, is wretched and pitiful in the extreme. Often they struggle for a crust 
of bread. Being utterly penniless, they are forced, against their will, to remain 
in the country. But their hapless state is rapidly driving them into the Socialist 
fold—especially in Jassy and Moldavia, and this greatly intensifies the official 
hatred of them. A weekly Socialist organ, Le Reveil,is published in the jargon ; 
and another, Lumina, appears twice a month. | 

At the last Socialist Congress, the Jewish workmen sent a most pitiful 
communication. After expressing their regret that their resources did not 
permit of their sending delegates to the Congress, they speak of themselves in 
the following terms :— 


“And it is not of strangers who come and go, but a portion of the people 


who have lived in Roumania for many centuries and become an indispensable 


part of the machinery of the social organisation. Yet the situation of these 
quarter of a million people is as precarious as that of a horde of vagrants: 
Nowhere in Europe is there a population so ill-treated as the Jews of Roumania, 


“ The judicial appellation “ stranger,” is abused in the most shameful fashion 
If it is a question of taxes, of military service, of war, then the J ews are no 
longer strangers ; but where schools, right of residence, promotion in the army 
and municipal and administrative functions are concerned, in short, wherever 
it is a question of rights, then the Jews are ranged amongaliens. In the villages 
they may become neither lawyers nor chemists, nor even publicans ; they ar 
likewise excluded from all State monoplies (like the manufacture of tobacco) ana 
subsidised industries. The saddest part of the whole business is not so much the 


They recoil before no trade, fearing neither the 


| 


laws themselves, as the manner of their application. Theignorance and arbitrariness 
of Roumanian officialism open the doors to the grossest excesses and unbridled 
corruption! Freedom of association, of meetings, of speech, and of the Press, 
which the Constitution proclaims, is a mere word for us Jews, thanks to the 
“ Law of Expulsion,” by virtue of which all foreigners can be cleared out of the 
country in twenty-four hours, and all this affects not only the interests of the 
Jewish middle-class, but weighs heavily upon the Jewish proletariat, rendering 
organization on their part impossible. 

With regard to the terror of the Jews which the Roumanians inspire in 
their Christian countrymen, M. Soloweitschik gives an interesting story, told to 
the Roumanian Chamber by M. Carp, ex-Minister of Public Instruction ; “ Let me 
tell the Chamber,” said M. Carp, “something which happened in the Société de 
la Jeunesse de Jassy. One night we sat up till three o'clock discussing the 
Jewish question, without any of us being able to convince his opponents, as 
often happens when passion mingles with reason, On leaving the House on our 
way home, we noticed a poor Jew. almost at the door of the house we were quit- 
ting, working at his trade three hours after midnight—a veritable Rembrandt 
picture ; while from an adjoining tavern there came out three Roumanian 
workmen, full of wine and singing patriotic songs. I pointed out this contrast 
to my opponents in argument, and said to them, ‘There’s the whole Jewish 
question! Do you want to struggle successfully against the Jews? Then con- 
tinue sober and economical workers as they are, and you will have nothing to 
fear.” 


The German Emperor’s Visit to Palestine.

According to the definite programme of the approaching visit of the 
Emperor William and the Empress to the Holy Land, they are expected to land 
at Haifa on October 26th: From Haifathey will start the same day by carriages 
to Jaffa, vid Zimmarin (Baron Edmond de Rothschild’s colony of ‘“ Zikron 
Yacob”’), camping for the night at the latter place, instead of at Caesarea. 


Disastrous Fires in Galicia and Russia.

A fire, which broke out in the Jewish quarter of Skalat, Galicia, has 
devastated half of the town. Three hundred houses have fallen prey to 
flames, and 1,800 persons have become homeless. The Emperor has already sent 
4,000 florins for those afflicted by the conflagration, which it is believed is due to 
incendiarism,. 

Mir, near Wilna (Russia) was the scene of an outbreak of the fiery element. 
More than 500 houses were destroyed and 18 persons were killed by a burning house 
which buried the inmates. The inhabitants are camping out in the surrounding 
fields. The population of Mir is for the greatest part Jewish.

The Zionist Movement. 

Political Zionism has gained many adherents in this country. First in isolated 
instances, then in wide circles the idea of a Jewish State was taken up, and replaced 
the timid but well-founded idea of colonization, which years ago led to the 
c-eation by Jews from Moineshti, in this country, of Rosh Pina, the first Jewish 
colony in Palestine. In this connection I may mention a popular Jewish pro- 
verb in Roumania, “ You go to Palestine through Moineshti” (/.c., you make an 
impossible détour). By the irony of fate tiis sarcasm has become an interesting 
reality. 

The change of opinion was wrought by the bright prospects held out on 
paper, and by the unparalleled energy and enthusiasm of Dr. Herzl. Truly it is 
a grandiose spectacle, this development of an energy before the public, which 
opens its eyes wide full of hope. The admirable speech delivered by Dr. Max 
Nordau at the first Basle Congress filled with emotion all who love Judaism. 
Circumstances came to Herzl's aid; mournful events—which recalled dark 
periods of profound ignorance when superstition reigned supreme—were piled 
up one after the other. At that moment Herzl became the conqueror. The 
movement assumed gigantic proportions in Roumania as in Russia; but the 
sacrifices which were made last year were insignificant. In this country there 
are many people who imagine that they have done a grand thing by making a 


noise and by exciting themselves around the tables of a café or on the Almemmar 


of a synagogue. 

New Zionist sections have been continually created during the past fifteen 
months, even in the smallest towns. The sentiment is sincere, the zeal of the 
heart is great, but that of the pocket 1s always small, altogether disproportionate 
to the means of which the Jews in Roumania can dispose. The Colonial Bank 
has found in this country between 12,000 and 15,000 subscribers for 40,000 to 
5).000 shares. At Braila, thanks to some conscientious persons, the movement 
took so earnest and solid a character that the first result was a subscription 
for 9000 shares. Galatz, which has a larger Jewish population, is a bad 
second to Braila. The most Zionist community, both as regards sentiments 
and sacrifices. is that in Crajova, where all, without distinction of class, are 
adherents of this aspiration, although there the Jews are the most closely identified 
with the Roumanians. The most active workers are to be found in the Central 
Committee of the Central Federation of Zionist Societies, among them being 
MM. F. Pineles and M.S. H. Schein at Galatz, Dr. Lippe at Jassy, and F. H. 
Ellmann at the Braila, the most zealous and fanatical disciple of Dr. Herzl. 
Among the Rabbis I may name the learned Rabbi Kassvan at Sarat, who, 


although orthodox, is an enthusiastic Zionist of the first order. and Rabbi 


zandau at Bottuschani. Of Rabbis belonging to the past generation is Rabbi 
Hillel Kahane in Bottuschani. It is by speech that Zionism is propagated in 
our country, above all in Bucharest and Jassy ; it isin this manner that vigour 
of mind is given to the Jews, which is so necessary for them in these frightful 
times. Zionism may be considered opportune, seeing that 1t diminishes apostasy 
among the Jews, which gradually carries off a number of intellectual forces. I 
will revert on a future occasion to the question of conversions. | 

Will the enthusiasm last’ It is impossible to prophesy, for the Roumanian 
Jews have never given proofs of too much firmness where sacrifices are con- 
cerned ; but whatever happens, the great movement will leave a deep impression 
on the hearts of the generation which is now entering the arena, 


The Jewish Schools. 

The schools belonging to our communities and societies have given excellent 
results. We have in this city eight boys’ and three girls’ schools: whereas, 
before 1893, we had only two boys’ and two girls schools. The newly founded 
schools, which are distributed in the most distant and poorest quarters, are 
maintained only with great efforts and trouble, although their existence is an 
absolute necessity. Many children who formerly attended the Chedarim now 
frequent the school, admission to which is free to the poor. It is to be desired 
that the Jewish Colonisation Association, the Alliance Isra¢lite Universelle 
and the Anglo-Jewish Association will by preference come to the aid of those 
schools which are so necessary and are without means. The interest shown in 
education is growing ; as for men who take interest in the general welfare, they 
are to be found everywhere. In small towns like Valcea (thirty Jewish families, 
nearly all poor), Slatina (forty Jewish families, in a more than precarious con- 
dition), Targovishte (fifty Jewish families), no sacrifice is spared to establish a 
complete school, or, if that be out of the question, a course of Hebrew and 
German, added to an elementary course of -Roumanian. 

In order to show how thorough is the instruction given in the Jewish 
Schools and how great is the confidence they inspire in non-Jews, I may 
mention that at Girgiu, thirty Christian ‘children are entered as pupils of the 
Jewish School; that at Ploeshti there are always Christian pupils in the Jewish 
School, and at Alexandria (where there are 40 Jewish families equally 
divided among the Sephardim and Ashkenazim) the newly established Froebel 
School is attended by Christian children belonging to the best families, and 
even to those of public functionaries and professors. | | 

The Government Inspectors of Schools have recognised in terms of high 
praise the value of the education given in the Jewish Schools. The majority of 
the teachers are superior to those in the Public Elementary Schools, for the 
managers generally appoint men who have obtained the degree of Bachelor, 
and others who are on the road to acquiring the diploma of Doctor, or of 
Licentiate of Literature. These gentlemen having no other resources place all 
their energy and intelligence at the disposal of the Jewish Schools ; unfortu- 
nately owing to the limited funds they.are very poorly paid. The capable 
teachers of Hebrew and Religion include MM. H. Bejarano (Bucharest), Hillel 
Kahane (Bottuschani), and Braunstein Mebashan (Bacau). 

There is a general desire to add higher classes to the Jewish Elementary 
Schools, so as to supplement the knowledge which the children already receive, 
In some cases the managers go still further. At Bucharest and at Braila it is 
contemplated to create a Jewish gymnasium for 5) students, 30 of whom would 


pay and 20 would be free. At Galatz and Crajova it has been decided to establish 
a Commercial School. 
Jews in Public Schools, 

Under the new regulations on Secondary Schools which will shortly be 
promulgated, the Minister of Education, M. Haret, has fixed the tax for the four 
lower classes at 45 francs, and for the four superior classes at 9) frances. These 
amounts are less than we had been led to fear; but what makes us anxious is 
that all the Gymnasiums will not receive more than 50 pupils per class, and in this 
case, notwithstanding there are 35 Gymnasiums in the country, Jews will only be 
admitted into three or four which are located in remote districts. For the 
University, the tax is not yet known; it is stated that the amount will be 200 
francs a year. In the meantime the University professors are trying to place a 
new obstacle in the way of medical students (who number %) per cent. of Jewish 
University students) by no longer admitting them into the Clinical Hospitals, 
although the heads are unanimous in recognising the excellent services which 
the Jewish students render to the sick by their zeal and conscientious activity. 

Jews in the Roumanian Press. | 

Several newspapers are utilising the vacation by a campaign against the 
share which Jews take in directing the public press. As a matter of fact, 
excepting the French, German and Jewish papers, there are only two Jews who 
are editors-in-chief of the most moderate papers, and about a dozen others who 
play quite a secondary role and exercise no political influence. The hubbub has 
arisen out of steps taken to exclude aliens (/.7., Jews) from the Committee of 
the Press Society, about which I wrote in my former letter. 

Miscellaneous Items. 

Baroness de Hirsch has given 10,000 francs as a donation to the Jewish 
Hospital “ Caritas” in Bucharest, to maintain a bed in memory of her son, 
Baron Lucien. The letter to the Committee of the Hospital was in her own 
handwriting. 

At Bacau, on the occasion of a distribution of prizes, an ex-Prefect insulted 
the Director of the Gymnasium for having given the first prize toa Jew. This 
disturbance of the school f¢te gave as much annoyance to the Christians present 
as to the Jews. 

Dr. Joseph Jacobsohn has died at Crajova, a victim to his profession. 
During an operation he slightly cut himself and blood poisoning ensued. HewaS 
only 35 years old, and was the most popular medical man at Crajova, where he 
was known as the “ doctor of the poor.’ He attended to all alike without dis- 
tinction’of creed. Even the anti-Semitic papers published eulogistic obituaries. 
Dr. Jacobsohn was President of the Chovevi Zion in Crajova. 

Ten Jews figure in the Honorary Commission appointed by the Government 
for the Paris Exhibition of 1900. Two of them, MM. M. Blank (banker) and 
Jacob Spanier (industrialist), have been elected Vice-Preésidents of Sub- 
Committees, and M. Catz, an engineer, has been appointed Secretary of another 
Sub-Committee.

Among the 4.199 persons who during 1896 and 1897 were in prison in Alsace, 


were 55 Jews (50 males and 5 females), 43 of whom were guilty of slight offences 
and were sentenced to a few days’ imprisonment only, 


AUSTRALIA. 


During a debate on the Public Education Bill in the Legislative Assembly 
of Western Australia, Mr. Illingworth made use of the expression: * Teachers 
who had no religion at all—a Jew, for instance.” Vigorous replies to this attack 
were made in the vst Australian, of Perth. by Mr. B. Lenzer, of that city, and 
Mr. Jacob Lion. of Fremantle. : 

The Tenth Annual Report of the Melbourne Jewish Aid Society, which 
was submitted to the annual meeting on July 20th, states that during the past 
year 68 applications were made for loans, of which 64 were granted in sums of 
£2 10s. to £25, to the total amount of £858. The total receipts on account of 
loans were £791. In the course of ten years the Society has granted 608 loans, 
aggregating a sum of £8,009, yen! 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
The stay of the Empress at Bad Nauheim has been made especially agree- 


able through the consideration of Herr Max Abeles. an Austrian Jew, now 


at Frankfort, who placed the park belonging to his mansion. Villa Schweizerhaus, 
at her Majesty's disposal, and thus enabled her to reach the woods of. the 
Johannisberg without being annoyed by amateur photographers. as was the case 
in the early days of her visit. he Empress Elizabeth took kindly notice of 
some children from the Jewish Convalescent Home. 

Herr J. Bergmann, well known for his charitable actions. and honorary 
citizen of Neubidschow, who already in 1891, built a Jewish Orphan Asylum 
for his native town, presented 20,000 florins’ for the erection of a school and 
communal-house. These buildings were opened last week. 


GERMANY.

_ At the Gymnastic fetes which took place recently in Hamburg, the first 
prize-winner was a Jew named Adolf Flatov, of Berlin. His brother also carried

In the course of next month the Berlin Jewish community can celebrate the 
two hundredth anniversary of the State recognition of communal administration. 
The first instructions and confirmation of Jewish Elders date from the 24th of 
September, 1698. At the. beginning of that year,a certain Wolf Perlheffter, 
on promising to pay to the Treasury of the Kurfiirst 100 thalers annually, 
became Chief Elder of Berlin Jewry. He was, however, not equal to the duties 


of his office, and when a split occurred in the community, the authorities placed 
the administration on a regular basis. | 


There will shortly appear in Leipsic engravings of the painting, ‘“ Moses.” 
which a Russian painter, named Krupene, executed for the Asylum for Jewish 
Children in Leipsic. It represents Moses standing with the two tablets in his 
right hand, to which he points with his left. .The background shows Mount 
Sinai, and the heaven is presented as full of thunder and lightning. 


| GREECE. 
A correspondent writes: Your Corfu Correspondent misunderstood my note 
about the Rev. Nathan Levy. I never said he does not know Italian. 
If he does, so much the better, because his sermons delivered in that language 
will be understood by a far larger portion of the audience and he will be able to 
come into direct touch with the poorest section of the community which chiefly 
needs the assistance of a leader. But the Italian language was merely hinted at by 
me ; I spoke of the “ language of the country,” which is Greek, and the necessity 
of its spreading among Israelites in that town is universally felt. People who 
are adware of what tg ae in that community well know the efforts made, on 
the suggestion of M.S. Pariente, an envoy of the Alliance Isra¢lite, in order to 
cause Jews there to adopt Greek as their spoken language, and the step taken 
lately of mene. this language in the Talmud Torah for Hebrew teaching. In the 
Council, too, there is a party strongly contending that the minutes should be kept 
in Greek. The office of Chief Rabbi at Corfu is a very important one, because 
he is practically the head of the whole Jewish community in the kingdom, and 
he could, or should, ask for an official acknowledgment on the part of the State. 
There exists a law favouring this course, and the Council of the Corfu Jewish 
community should avail themselves thereof. But to obtain such result one 
thing is necessary, that the Rabbi should know the “language of the country.” 
This is by no means impossible, because the Rev. N. Lévy is reported to be very 


language required for him successfully to carry out his mission.

‘‘ Roof Garden” for Jewish Poor of New York. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


The Hebrew Institute of New York City, which is the building of thx 
Educational Alliance, is serving the poor of the congested districts in another 
way. During the day the ample roof is an out-of-door kindergarten and play- 
ground, Hundreds of children come here to play day after day in the sand 
piles, and with eb furnished by kind ladies, and thus they are saved from the 
great dangers of the street, and its murderous traffic. The wonder of the East. 
side is here too; the “ little mothers,” boys and girls five and six years of age. 
who tend and look after younger brothers and sisters, clinging to their skirts. 
They come with their goodies, crackers or bread, generally suspended in a bay 
over their shoulders ; they buy a glass of Nathan Straus’ sterilised milk for a 
cent, and that, with the bread or cakes, serves as the mid-day meal, eaten on 
tables or benches provided for them. At six o'clock, they are sent home, and 
for an hour, preparation is made for the evening concerts and the throngs. 
Thousands come every evening to these free entertainments, and as well for a 
breath of pure fresh air. Of course more are turned away than can possibly 
get in. This is the building in which the work of educating and uplifting the 
new-comers is constantly going on. The Rev. D. Blaustein, of Providence, R.I., 
late assistant Professor of Semitic languages, and himself a Russian expelled 
from Germany, ten years ago, has been appointed Superintendent of the 
Educational Alliance and its building. He is a graduate of Harvard. It isa 
wise choice. |

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT |

Adverse Decisions of the Senate, 

Last week the Senate gave some decisions unfavourable to the Jews. In 
the first case the question was considered whether, in a small town where 
there is no police and where the Jews are obliged to provide night patrols, it is 
their duty to guard the Orthodox Greek Churches. In the village Kidanji two 
Jews refused to guard the church, from religious scruples, and they were punished 
by the local authorities. They complained to the Senate which rejected their 
appeal. In another case the Senate declared that in rural places Jews have not 
the right to purchase houses for their residence which are built on land 
belonging to Christian proprietors. This decision is of great importance, as it 
affects the interests of hundreds of Jewish residents in small places in Southern 
Russia. 

Expulsion of Jews. 

From the military district Trans-Baikal sad tidings have reached us of 
jumerous expulsions of Jews from the small towns and villages. We had not 
heard the official reason for these expulsions, because in this region, which is 
outside the Pale, no Jews reside who have not the right to do so. This week, 
however, a circular of the Military Governor was published, from which it 
"appears that the expulsion is due. to special order of the military authorities of 
South Siberia, according to which a Jew may only reside in the town where he 
‘< inscribed. This order is not legal, since, as a new regulation, it requires the 
confirmation of the Tsar. Probably the matter will be brought before the 
Senate, but for the moment the order is being carried out, and all Jews are being 
expelled from all places where they carried on business, and are sent to those 
places where they are inscribed, /.¢., where their parents lived, but where at the 
present time they would find neither relatives nor any occupation. 


Educational Matters. 

The Governor of Odessa has petitioned the Minister of Education to 
ierease the proportion of Jewish students from 10 to 25 per cent. 

Hitherto the Ministry of Education has assisted teachers in Jewish 
Elementary Schools in case of need with subventions from the Jewish Fund 
which is raised from the special Jewish taxes. The Minister has, however, made 
known that these subventions will not be continued, on the ground that the 
position of a Jewish teacher is better than that of the Christian. As a matter of 
fact the contrary is the case, for the situation of the Jewish teacher is truly 
disgraceful. But who can contradict the Minister's statement ? | 

~ From the report just issued of the Odessa District Educational authorities, 
it appears that in Odessa there were, in 1897, 37 Jewish Elementary Schools and 


240 Chedarim with 4,000 pupils, and in the neighbourhood of Odessa 1 Elementary 
School and 18 Chedarim with 295 pupils. 


Jewish Colonies in Kherson. 

By direction of the Minister of Agriculture, a high official of that depart- 
ment is visiting the Jewish agricultural colonies in the Government of Kherson 
to ascertain the correctness or otherwise of the complaint made by the colonists 
that there is not sufficient land for them. The inspector has admitted that the 
allotments are no longer large enough for many colonists whose families have 
greatly increased in the course of time, but, like the Minister himself, he is not 
disposed to give them more land; the only remedy he suggests is that the 
necessary land should be taken from small Jewish families, and transferred to 
the larger ones. The principle not to grant any more land to Jews for purposes 
of cultivation is thus confirmed, 


Jewish Colonies in Argentina. 

M. Lapin, the Chief Administrator of the Jewish Colonies in the provinces 
of Entre Rios, is at present at St. Petersburg on family affairs. He states that 
not less than 50 per cent. of the Colonists are competent agriculturists who will 
always remain true to agriculture. Notwithstanding the large emigration no 
land is lying idle in the colonies, because as the families increase the rising 
generation ask for plots for their own cultivation. Thus everyone becomes 
possessor of land given up by those who have left the Colonies. The Colony 
Baso-Bilbaso, which is populated by agriculturists from Southern Russia, has 
grown to such an extent that the Administration contemplates forming a new 
settlement for the younger agriculturists. For this purpose land has been 


allotted, situated 25 kilometres from  Baso-Bilbaso. Eighty hectares 
have already been sown, and the buildings are to be erected next 
year. In spite of this, it is to be feared that the emigration 


from the Colonies will continue after the next harvest, when the dissatisfied 
colonists will have sold their products, and have received Substantial sums of 
money. 

New Jewish Benevolent Institutions. 

With the permission of the authorities a Jewish Benevolent Fund has been 
established in Smolensk. This is the more noteworthy as Smolensk is outside 
the Pale. 

A Jewish Ladies’ Benevolent Society has been formed in Libau.on the 
initiative of Dr. Kantor, the Rabbi of the community. 


Sabbath Classes at the Free School.—In consequence of i Sea not being 


completed at the Jews’ Free School, the re-assembling of the Sabbath Classes 


held there, is postponed until September 3rd, but there will be a boys’ choir 


rehearsal as usual this Saturday, 27th inst., at 12°30.

Congress. © movement which engages the thought and sympathies 

of many thousands of people must always be a matter 

ot the very deepest interest, yet it can hardly be gainsaid that the eyes of Jews all 
over the world are turned towards Basle this year with the same strained 
and eager attention as in 1897. For one thing the novelty of the occasion 


‘sgone ; and novelty isa powerful stimulus to interest, At the first Con-. 


. §tess, too, men were watchfal to see how theories would fare when brought 
to the touchstone of practical experiment. Till that time Political Zionism 
Was a theory ; it existed only in pamphlets, in the imaginations of its 
leaders, and the hearts of their’ followers ; and those who 
Watched the Congress from a distance were curious to see how 
these imaginings and heart-yearnings were to find definite and lasting and 
Concrete expression and shape. Since the doors of the Basle Congress Hall 
closed we have had a year’s discussion and questioning, and, we are sorry to 
say, mutual recrimination. Those who took official charge will have to 
render an account of their stewardship, and display to their followers the 
result of twelve months’ labour. Over and over again we have been 
a8sured that the movement was progressing, and that though there was no 


flourishing of trumpets, no paans of triumph, yet in a quiet and unostentatious 
way solid work was being done. We await with interest the results of that 
work, though we shall be surprised—and we say it in no unsympathetic spirit 
—if either its volume or quality will commend itself to the ardent delegates at 
Basle. Haste and impatience are of the essence of their aspirations. We 
shall be surprised if the Vienna Committee have kept pace with them. 


Since the last Congress a great effort has been made 

English to awake the sympathies of the English people. Bya 
Opposition. flank movement it was sought to capture at one stroke 

a whole Zionist army, thoroughly trained, equipped and 

disciplined. The revolt of some Zionist leaders has nipped that Scheme 
in the bud. Its success would have meant the absorption of 
the Chovevi Zion, the supremacy of the Vienna Committee, the 
postponement of valuable work in favour of a visionary and impracticable 
enterprise, and the undoing and annihilation of everything gained by years of. 
hard, patient and anxious toil. Colonel Goldsmid’s refusal to immolate 
himself at the invitation of the Hertzlists has gone a long way to 


save his organisation, of which he. is the honoured chief, from | 


extinction, and—let us add—to retrieve the false step taken at the 
Clerkenwell Conference. The whele movement in England has 
flickered down into miserable’ personal squabble, and it is 
patent to the world that English soil is unfavourable for the growth 
of such schemes. In estimating the general progress of the movement since 
last year, even the most ardent Zionist must admit that the check sustained 
in Eegland is a serious one. Some Zionists may belittle and sneer at the 


value of English opinion, but the more far-seeing will recognise that this 


country was the key to the whole position: the attempt to take it by 
assault has failed ; and in this failure lie the germs of general discomfiture.

The served to administer a wholesome check to the sanguine 
Zionist voliticians of Basle. Political Zionists may treat the 


Bank. opposition of Englishmen with an airy indifference, but 
this did not prevent them from approaching more than 

one English Jew of repute in the financial world with the request that they 
should identity themselves with the propo-el Zionist Bank, These overtures 
have been steadily and resolutely declined on the ground, first, that religion

and finance are not things tuat go well together, and, secondly, because the 
financiers approached rightly regarded with deep concern financial 
scheme whose motive power ‘was sentiment rather than experience and 
prudence. For ourselves, we do not know how far this Zionist 
Bank proposal has progressed; it isa point on which we shall look forward 


toenlightenment at next week’s congress. but the scheme is the riskiest 


and most anxious of all the items on the Zionist programme. Many 
thousands in various parts of Europe have contribated their mites, and the 
spectacle of inexperienced theorists handling large sums of popularly-collected 
money is one that may well cause grave concern. Indeed, the very success 
the Bank is said to have already achieved, and the very multiplicity and 
readiness of its numerous poor subscribers, is a matter that should give the 
Zionists pause, and impress them with the grave responsibility of their 
undertaking. 


It remains to be seea what progress has beeu made 


Zionism and _ in the realisation of the Zionist dream : but we may . 


the well doubt whether even the legally-safeguarded home 
Russian Jews. in Palestine, which Political Zionists yearn for, will 
solve the Jewish problem. Much of the support Dr. Herzl 
receives comes from Rassia, yet the conviction is gradually forcing itself upon 
everybody's mind that if the Russian Jew is to be saved it must be in 
Russia itself, and not in Palestine, We have frequently urged this 
point in these columns. It is not only of the Jewish colonies in Russia, 
some of which (notably those of Cherson) have hewn their way 
to success, that we are thinking; but we believe that the 
trend of Russian policy will. in the future tend more and. more 
to the redemption of the Jews in that Empire. Those who watch the 
progress of Russia know that its resistless expansion in every 
direction is as much the result of commercial aspirations as ot 
political ambition. If Russia wants to supply its great 
want of .a commercial middle class, if it desires to assert 
its industrial aims, its statesmen are astute enough to recognise that 
the Jew is the great instrument ready to hand for the purpose. The results 
of his enterprise in Russian Central Asia are sufficiently convincing to the 
Muscovite intelligence;“and the time is coming when statesmen on the 
Neva will think frequently and long before they will spurn the leverage 
that will raise them as it has helped to raise others to a position of com 
mercial prosperity. Of all the considerations of statesmanship, self-interest 
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is the least negligible. We count upon it to do for the Russian Jews what 
the heroic ambition of Jewish visionaries will assuredly fail to effect.

Dreyfus exaggerate in picturing the importance which Jewish 
Case. families in France attached to the Polytechnic School. 


Young men who had valuable commercial connections 
were divorced from the career most manifestly open to them and sent to the 
school where competition was open and the keenest in order to fit them for 
the public service of their country. To bean z, as the pupils of the Polytechnic 
familiarly styled themselves, to know the songs and traditions of this laborious 
and intellectual military academy was a coveted distinction. Though it led in 
after life to but meagre money rewards, young men of wealth desired and still 
eagerly desire to gain the social rank which its appointments added to 
their patrimony. The best of the pupils of the Polytechnic become civil 
engineers in the employ of the Government, occupied with the roads and 
bridges of the State ; the second classenter as officers in the corps of military 
engineers (formerly called sappers); and the third enlist as officers 
in the Artillery. Sometimes, however, those entitled to higher pro- 
motion voluntarily choose to be officers in the Artillery, as truly 
a scientific branch of the Army as the Engineers are, and more 
likely to be involved in actual fighting. Recent events have shewn 
that the distinction so much desired may lead the smart young soldiers 
into a dangerous trap. The loss to France involved in repelling the brave 
and warm-hearted young men whochose this career must be very great. Their 
places may be supplied by pupils of the Jesuit colleges, but so far as the area 
of selection is narrowed the officers who will have to direct her armaments 
must, on the whole, attain a lower grade of excellence. Spain has given a 
salient example of how little a gallant army can achieve which is badly pre- 
pared and unintelligently led. To an Englishman it might be a source of 
sardonic joy to see both Russia and France foolishly put aside the useful 
admixture of a differentiated human material which their Israelites supply. 
But an Englishman really desirous of the world’s advance would not rejoice 
at such want of statesmanship. The nations have more to gain by each 
others’ progress than by the failure of some to improve, and their consequent 
impotence to arrest the march of others. It is their conscious weakness that 
makes peoples ill-tempered and jealous, anxious to fish in troubled waters, 
instead of being chiefly solicitous of friendly alliances and of the beneficial. 
exchange of commodities.

The elsewhere, while it presents'tittle that is positively new, 
Situation forms unpleasant enough reading in this year of grace. 
in Roumania. There are few European countries which can present 
‘such repulsive pictures of tyrannous misgovernment as 
the free and independent country of Roumania, the living resultant of all 
the forces that made for liberty a generation ago. In France anti-Semitism 
is the work of a misguided populace. In Roumania, as in Russia, 
the government itself is the Lord High Inquisitor, the arch-persecutor 
that presides over the machinery of oppression. What is most contemptible 
ig the unscrupulous way in which this Government twists and distorts facts 
to its own stupid and wicked purposes and contradicts itself unblushingly. In 
the Russian War, when there was Jewish blood to be shed, the Jew was 
applauded as a patriot ; to-day, when the Turks are driven over the border, 
he has, by apiece of grotesque trickery, become merely a half-tolerated alien. 
The country which has made freedom of speech and equality of treatment the 
very basis of its constitution, coops up a quarter of a million of its people 
within a veritable prison of iron restriction, and gradges them the bread they 
eat and the air they breathe. In one breath they are denounced as formidable 
and as despicable, as vampires and as starvelings, as loafers living on their 
wits, and as toilers monopolising the national industries. It shows what a 
_ jumble of mutually destructive fallacies this monstrous agitation is.

very likely ; but since when has honest industry become 
a crime? And if you slam the door of the professions 
and of agriculture in the Jew’s face, what else would

to a trade, unless, indeed, they want to drive him into money-trafficking 
like the mediwval despots? The worst of these Roumanian persecutors 
and others of their kind, is that they are at once the inciters to 
wrong and its rebukers ; both the creators and the punishers of Jewish mis- 
deeds so-called. One thing, however, is evident..«"Large as is already the 
proportion of Jewish artisans, it cannot but grow larger still; this is the 
direct and inevitable outcome of the Government’s attitude towards the 
Jews, and it is well known to and foreseen by the powers that be in 


Roumania. What is still more deplorable is that this scandalous oppres. 

sion will certainly drive more and more Jews into the ranks of the Socialists 

and other discontented parties of the State, so that the Government may then 

point to Jewish disloyalty in vindication of its policy, and hold up the results of 
persecution as its original justification. Other countries may wonder at the 

short-sighted fatuity of Roumania and ask to what end this persecution jg 

continued and what good results have been achieved. But none will dare 
raise a hand, even though armed with the Berlin Treaty and Roumania’s dig. 

honoured signature thereto. The only hope—and it is a slow and a poor 
one—lies in the dawn of political enlightenment and of a proper conception 
by Roumania of its own interests. 


The Rev. Isidore Harris’s interesting article on 

An «© Worms and its Jewish Legends” in. the current 
Ancient number of Young Israel serves to remind us of the 
Community. extreme antiquity of some of the Rhineland commuii- 
ties, and in particular of the venerable congregation of 

Worms, where Rashi spent several years of his life. In all probability 


the Jewish congregation in Worms is the oldest in Germany, and 


dates from before the destruction of the Second Temple. Some of the 
arguments which have been advanced in support of this view are exceedingly 
interesting. When on one occasion (according to Wagenseil) the Jews of 


| Worms petitioned their Emperor for more liberal treatment, they pointed out 


to him that their ancestors had taken no part in the crucifixion, having 
been settled in this city long before even the birth of Christ. An old pro- 
vincial proverb : ‘‘ Worms Jews are good Jews,” is supposed to refer to this 
belief. At any rate the fact that when, in 1559, the Emperor Ferdinand I, 
gave his Jewish subjects permission to appoint an Ecclesiastical Head for all 
Germany, he recommended that the Chief Rabbi of Worms should be promoted 
to this position, would seem to indicate that Worms was then regarded as the 
oldest community. 


We may dismiss as unauthentic the traditions that are 

Traditions to be found in the Mangsé Nissim of Worms and else- 

of where about the existence of the Worms community 
Worms. - in the time of the First Temple, as well as Jung's 
calculation, that would place it as far back as 581 p.c. 

Jung thought he had discovered a tombstone in the old Jewish cemetery bear- 
ing this date, but he was, of course, mistaken. (rreater credence, however, 
attaches toa statement in the Mangsé Nissim which its author, Rabbi Joseph, 
a seventeenth-century official of the Worms community, declares was made 
to him by the celebrated Rabbi Elijah Baal Shem. When in 1661 the walls 
of the cemetery were repaired, a stone was found bearing the inscription 
nD INDMD wx, and the latter assured Rabbi Joseph that this stone 
formed part of a structure on which certain malefactors were 
stoned to death according to Biblical law, the very’ monument of 
such a malefactor being shown hard by. As the exercise of such judgments 
ceased (see Talmud Sanhe/rin 41) forty years before the destruction of the 


Second Temple, it would seem that the congregation must have been in — 


existence at an earlier period still. The author of the Mangsé Nissim mentions 
another circumstance which tends in support of this view. When the Jews of 
Worms were reproached by their coreligionists in Jerusalem for not going up to 
the Temple three times a year, they replied that they regarded themselves as the 
inhabitants of a small Jerusalem, and their synagogue as a miniature 
Temple. |

Mr. J. NATHAN (the Delegate), in making the presentation, said the present 
was but a very small token of their appreciation of Dr. Dembo’s distinguished 
services. They felt honoured at having been afforded the opportunity of testi- 
fring the esteem in which they held Dr. Dembo.

Mr. Harry BARNETT, in seconding the vote of thanks, said he had purposely 
refrained from commenting upon the lack of courtesy shown to those responsible 
for the presentation, by the absence of the members of the Shechita Board 
and its officials at that function, as he was anxious to avoid introducing. 
contentious matter. To most of those present this was not a new experience. 
—(Hear, hear). That method of ignoring the trade and its indifference to require- 
ments was the root of the so-called butchers’ grievances, and he felt sure that 
ultimately the majority of the Board of Shechita would remedy that 
state of things. Their meeting was an object lesson to the Board, who, in 
neglecting and leaving to others the performance of an obvious duty, had 
enabled the Butchers’ Society gladly to supply the omission. Making every 
allowance for the absence from town of many worthy members of the 
Board, most of whom were untiring communal workers, it seemed bad taste 
and certainly a short-sighted policy on the part of well paid officials to absent them- 
selves from an event that at least concerned them more than the butchers. (Cheers). 
Dr. Dembo was a stranger to most of them in nationality and language, but not 
in faith, and as the one responsible for that afternoon’s proceedings, he considered 
that their recognition of Dr. Dembo’s humanitarian principles was only right 
and proper. It was, he thought, a mistake for London to be behind the provinces 
in showing their appreciation of one of the most eminent scientists of the 
present day, a gentleman whom they were all proud to call a Jew, and who 

ad devoted his splendid talents to the highest principles of Judaism and 
humanity.

Had he a glass of wine before him he would drink to 
the health of the Tsar of Russia. He was no politician and never interfered in 
politics and he would ask them to do the same. Jews never benefited by 
mixing themselves up with politics. As far as his mission was concerned, he 
would like to rectify an error. He was commissioned not by the Russian 
Government, but by the Commission appointed by the Russian Society of 
General Health, of which he was a member, and his colleagues had appointed 
him to study the sanitary conditions of France, Germany and especially Praland. 
In conclusion, Dr. Dembo once more expressed his gratitude for the honour 
done to him that day.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. a 


The Recording of Jewish Folklore, 


Under the editorship of Dr. M. Grunwald, the useful publications of the 
Hamburg Society for Jewish Folklore proceed apace. The second part of the 
Mittheilungen ” has just appeared. As a frontispiece is printed a ‘‘ Seder Dish,’ 
sow in the Hamburg Museum fiir Kunst und Gewerbe. The dish was made in 
1776; it is finely ornamented and is enriched with Hebrew inscriptions appro- 
priate to the Passover Eve. The work is an exquisite specimen of Persian style. 
From the same Museum is given the picture of a Yad or Pointer (date 1778) used 
‘1 reading the Law. The late date of these objects deprives them of any 
antiquarian interest, but two other pictures are more important. One represents 
a silver book-binding (date 1730) with a chain ; the other, a border stone dividing 
the Vienna Ghetto from the cloister of the Carmelites. The date is given both in 
the civil and the Jewish styles (5416 = 1656), and the stoneimpartially bears both 

Christian and Jewish emblems (a Cross and a Shield of David), 

Of the literary contents, the most considerable is an essay on “ Myths and 
Legends of the German Jews.” Most of what follows this is full of value for 
folk-lorists ; especially so the nursery rhymes and other children’s jingles in 
Judeo-German (collected by Professor Leo Wiener of Harvard). Many note, 
on Jewish ritual customs are also included. Professor Dr. J. Brinckmann adds 
as an Appendix an account of the (Jewish collection in the Hamburg Museum 
named above. 

Dr. Grunhut’s ‘‘Collectanea.” 

In this volume (O° HD, Sefer Halikkutim, Jerusalem, 1898), Dr. L. 
Griinhut prints (7) Passages from the Midrash Hush/:em (O3W4), with notes by 
S Buber, of Lemberg, and I. Liw, of Szegedin; (/) Midrash Al Yithhalle] 
(29710 28) from a Yemenite MS.; (c) Inquiry into the Midrash Tunchuma and 
Yelamdenu, with notes to the Midrash Shir Hashirim (previously edited by 
- Dr. Griinhut) by A. Epstein, of Vienna. 

Dr. Griinhut is the Principal of the Jewish Orphanage in Jerusalem, but 
contrives to find leisure also for scholarly work. It was a good idea to piece 
together the Midrash Hashkem from quotations in medieval Jewish works. So, 
too. with the second item on the list. It was worth printing for its variations 
from Jellinek’s text and also for its references. The little book does credit to 
Jewish scholarship in Jerusalem and will add to Dr. Griinhut’s reputation. The 
volume is published by Ben-Zion A. Kohenka (editor of the /u-Measser) 
Jerusalem, for 2 francs. 


‘*A Holiday Sheaf.’’ 


Dr. David Philipson (of Cincinnati) is at once a good scholar and a good 
preacher. His volume of addresses for the New Year's Day and the Day of 
Atonement (Bloch Publishing Company, Cincinnati) is marked by freshness 
both of thought and expression. Dr. Philipson preaches a real Judaism, that is 
to say, he preaches religion as touched by Jewish thought not as watered by the 
flabby “ universalism” of the hour. True universalism means the acceptance by 
* everyone of truth, not the acceptance of what everyone holds for the moment 
to be truth. In this connection room must be found for one quotation 
(pp. 17-19) :— 

I claim that in the present stage of the world’s development it were a calamity 
were Judaism to disappear ; it would mean the loss of that powerful testimony of thousands 
upon thousands of years to the truth that is now illumining the world more and more. 
True, the hope expressed in our prayers is for the coming of the day when God will be one 
and all men at one, when there will be neither Judaism, nor Christianity, nor Islam, nor 
Buddhism, but a universal faith in the one father ; but so long as this universal faith is 
still so far off inthe future, the preservation intact and in strength of that religion which 
has taught it from its very beginning and which must be the spring whence all others 
shall draw their inspiration is a present and a pressing duty. Therefore comes the call 
unto each and every one of us, Jew, do your duty as Jew! .. I know that there 
are many who consider Judaism to be a misfortune, and who bewail the untoward fate 
that made them Jews, but ah! friends, what are the little prejudices and slights of 
narrow-minded people compared with the knowledge and the consciousness of what the 
Jew has endured, has achieved, has conquered ! Who so blind as the Jews who 
will not see the gradual realisation of Israel's hope in the spreading of Monotheistic 
doctrine, who so deaf as the Jews who will not hear the voice whereof the world is growing 
fuller calling forth the confession of the Unity of God, Israel’s unique possession throughout 
the ages! Jew, do your duty, stand by the colours of your faith! 

This is genuine optimism, optimism based on hope as well as fact.

The Jews in Constantinople. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
| CONSTANTINOPLE, AUGUST, 
Oriental Judaism ‘has, for at least two centuries, fallen into a state of 


decadence not only in progress in the modern sense, as understood in the 


West, but also from a religious point of view, in respect to the preservation of 
our religious traditions. It is an error generally credited that in the East, and in 
Turkey especially, religious conservatism is more intense than elsewhere, and 
that religious observances are more scrupulously practised there than in the 
West. These characteristics have long disappeared, slowly but emphatically, 
owing to the lack of the old religious schools (Yeshiboth), which enjoyed a 
certain renown, and which trained men who were well versed in the science of 
the Talmud and in religious speculations, men who, by their er and 
integrity, inspired everywhere the most profound respect. ith the 
isappearance of the Yeshiboth, which were chiefly maintained by noble 
and wealthy families who no longer exist, religious studies fell into neglect, 
and the example of our old spiritual guides being lost, religious sentiments 


were relaxed among us, and the solidarity to which we had been accustomed 
became a thing of the past. 


_ Several well-educated persons came to the opinion that in order to raise 
Oriental Judaism, and to lead it into the way of progress, neither the Govern- 
ment Schools, which are largely open to Jews, nor the schools of the Alliance 
sufficed, and that it was, therefore, necessary to establish a school in which would 
be formed real pastors penetrated with the needs of the time, and thus crown 
the elevating work of the Government and of the Alliance. An attempt of 
this kind was made in Adrianople by the learned Rabbi Abraham Danon, who 
was encouraged by the Alliance Isra¢lite Universelle and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. The small Rabbinical Seminary which he opened and directed 
proved so successful, that in concert with the Chief Rabbi of Turkey and the 
Alliance Israélite it was decided to remove the institution to Constantinople. 
The new Seminary was opened some months ago, as_has already been reported 


by you. Rabbi Danon has as assistants Rabbi Haim Nahoum (a native of 
Turkey), a graduated Grand Rabbin at the Jewish Seminary in 


Paris, Rabbi Moise Cherer, who is well versed in Talmudical literature. and M. 
Moise A. Fresco, a very competent teacher of the Turkish language, who for a 
long while directed schools at Smyrna and Constantinople. The instruction in 
general is given through the medium of Turkish, except some subjects which are 
taught in the Jewish-Spanish jargon. 

The adoption of the vernacular is the least that could have been done to 
testify our devotion to the paternal Government of the Sultan, which loses no 
opportunity of manifesting its goodwill towards the Jews, and freely opens to 
them its schools and public offices. It is desirable that the principal language in 
all the Schools of the Alliance Isra¢élite in our country should be Turkish 
instead of French, for we would thereby stand still higher in the eyes of the 
(rovernment. 

For the present, there isa preparatory class, with eight pupils, and the Seminary 
proper, which has nine students. Pupils will be sent to the Seminary by com- 
munities in the Empire at the expense of those communities, Smyrna and 
Jerusalem have already arranged to send a pupil each. This isa good sign 
especially as regards Jerusalem. The revenue is provided partly by the 
Alliance Isra¢lite (which also gave the premises) and the community, and 
partly by annual subsidies from various benevolent Societies and donations 
from private individuals. 

Rabbi Danon, the Director of the Seminary, is not more than thirty-five 

years of age: he is held in high repute py the Jews at Adrianople. who are 
proud of his having been born in their midst. He is a pupil of the Orientalist, 
Joseph Halévy, who lived some time at Adrianople. Rabbi Danon 1s a veritable 
yolyglottist, and made several communications, written in the most correct 
Peo, to the Eleventh Congress of ~rientalists in Paris concerning Jews in the 
Orient. most of which were published in the Revue des Etudes Juires. He is 
also author of a succinct history of the Jews published in Hebrew some years 
ago. His language is captivating, which accounts for the great success of a 
series of lectures he lately inaugurated. Rabbi Nahoum has written a much- 
appreciated study in Arabic which appeared in an Arabic review. E/ Maluba/. 
published in this city, and everyone who understands that language is unanimous 
in declaring that he has a profound knowledge of Arabic and of Oriental 
studies. 
A rare event for us Jews in Constantinople is the construction or founda- 
tion of a new synagogue. It is alleged that no new synagogue has been 
established here for nearly two centuries, as all the existing synagogues have 
been rebuilt on the sites of others which had been destroyed by fire. <A 
Synagogue is now to be established for the first time at Haidar Pacha, Cadikeui, 
a suburb of Constantinople on the Asiatic side. The Jewish community there 
has only been in existence since 1870. The Greeks, who at one time formed a 
considerable element of the population, sought, in 188%, to bring about the expulsion 
of the Jews by means of the “ blood accusation,” but the Government refused to 
comply with their demand. The Imperial Lradé sanctioning the building of 
a synagogue was promulgated long ago, but lack of funds has hitherto prevented 
the execution of the project. The fund has, however, not yet been completed, 
and the first coreligionist in Europe who responded to an appeal issued by the 
community was Mr. A. Rosa, of Manchester, who gave £50).

ACTRESS, SINGER AND CELEBRITY. 


From being the daughter of a Jewish publican in Drury Lane to becoming a 
renowned actress and singer, mother 
(unless documentary evidence lies), of 
a Duchess. grandmother of a Royal 
Highness—a Duke and nephew to King 
George the Third—is indeed a far cry 
and suggestive of the romantic, but 
Hannah Norsa’s life itself is a romance, 
and the incidents seem more imaginary 
than those of humdrum reality. To the 
vast majority of readers she is entirely 
unknown. and yet she was a celebrated 
London actress. who “aeied principal” 
with the great Quin, bet even that 
achievement did not gain her name a 
place in the old * Thespians’ Dictionary,” 
norin the Dictionary of National Biogra- 
graphy. The very fact that she played the 
part of Polly Peachum, in “the Beggar's 
Opera,’ described by Percy Fitzgerald 
as the greatest dramatic success of the 
last century, would have been sufficient, 
I had thought. to have found her name 
in’ a book of reference to the stage, 
But such is not the case, and it was only 
by an accident that I came across some particulars of her antecedents, while 
engaged on collecting some material for an article for the wl Mall Magazine. 

[ was wading through the ponderous Bank's Collection of Tavern Signs, 
when under the heading of the * Punch Bowl, my attention was riveted by a 
most exquisite engraving. of which I am able to give an imperfect reproduction. 
There are some notes by the collector, and the following to the engraving of Miss 
Norsa are of the greatest interest :— | ; 

Miss Norsi succeeded Miss Fenton in the character of Polly,in the “ Beggar’s Opera,” 
and was shortly after her appearance noticed by Lord Orford, the son of Sir Robert Walpole, 
She had a daughter by him, who married the Earl of Waldegrave, at whose death she was 
united tothe Duke of Gloucester, the brother of King George the Third. This marriage 


0 en-aged that mona*’ch that he caused the Royal Marriage Acts to be passed, prohibiting: 


any member of the Roya! Family to marry without the consent ‘of the Crown. The 
father of Miss Norsa was of the Jewish persuasion, and, I believe, kept a tavern called the 
* Punch Bowl,” near Drury Lane. He died wealthy. 

That is all, but this little reference contains a mine of interesting informa- 
tion. It is a singular fact that contemporary dramatic literature contains 
scarcely any allusion to Miss Norsa, and yet, in some respects she was one of 
the most pleasing actresses of the day, and that ata time when thestage contained 
the most brilliant esterie of actors, actresses, critics and playwrights in histrionic 
annals. 

Hannah Norsa made her dbut at Covent Garden Theatre on December 16th, 
1732, as Polly Peachum. in the “Beggar's Opera,” in the second week of the 
opening of the new theatre. Rich, the manager, was anxious to produce a 
novelty for the house, and he brought out Miss Norsa, whose family was 
intimate with him. Living in Drury Lane, Hannah Norsa may be said to have 
heen brought up in a theatrical environment, for in those days gay Bohemia 
was restricted to the confines of Drury Lane and Covent Garden. To have 
played Polly Peachum on her first appearance was indeed a trying ordeal for a 
novice, as the part was the most ambitious as well as the most popular of 
the day. | | 

“The Beggar's Opera” had been produced but seven years before, and 
after being refused by Fleetwood and Cibber, and submitted to the unfriendly 
criticism and satire of Congreve, Pope, and Macklin, it took the town by storm 
and became the play of the century, mainly through the character of Polly 
Peachum, which was created by the celebrated Miss Lavinia Fenton, who left 
the stage the following year to become the Duchess of Bolton. Miss 
Norsa, like Miss Fenton, at once made a hit in the part, and her beauty and 
talents made her the centre of an admiring crowd. “ Polly Peachum” was the 
cry from all parts, and it was wittily said at the time that the character made 
Gay rich, and Rich gay. The revival ran for twenty nights, and then Miss Norsa 
created the part of Deidamia in Gay’s opera of * Achilles,’ which was produced 
for the first time at Covent Garden on February 10th, 1733, with Quin in the 
principal part. She also appeared as Sweet Anne Page in the “ Merry Wives of 
Windsor,” Venus in a new farce travestying Helen, Phillida in “ Damon and 
Phillida,” Nell in “ The Devil to Pay,” and Lucinda in the “ Conscious Lovers.” 
On May 4th, 1735, she played Phillida, probably her last appearance, for after 
that date her name does not appear in the play bills. 

Dr. Waldron, who was the theatrical Pepys of the day, wrote that “a noble- 
man took her off the stage, with the concurrence of her parents, to whom he gave 
a bond, by which he engaged to marry her on the demise of his wife, from whom 
he had been separated.” The nobleman here referred to was the Earl of Orford, 
brother to Sir Horace Walpole. This fact is also confirmed by Doran in his 
“ Annals of the English Stage,” who, however, refers to Miss Norsa as a singer 
of repute, and also by Peter Cunningham in his edition of Horace Walpole’s 
Letters. | 

Cunningham says “she was a Jewess, and had been a singer. . . . there isa 
print of her froma scarce etching in the collection of Sir William Musgrave 
and that Lord Walpole took her off the stage with the concurrence of her 
parentsand would have married her, but for the fact that Lady Walpole outlived 
him.” 

Horace Walpole makes two or three references to Miss Norsa in his 
“ Letters,” and it was one of the just punishments of her lapse from virtue that 
she had to endure the scathing criticism of his biting and merciless pen, 


Horace Walpole’s first unkind reference to her was in a letter dated 
Houghton, June 10th, 1743, when he wrote that Lord Walpole had taken a dozen 
pictures to Stanno, a small house, about four miles from thence, where he lives 
with my Lady Walpole’s Vice-regent,’ which was the term he applied to Miss 
Norsa. On August Ist, 1745, he wrote: “I was diverted, too. with old 
Norsa, the father . . .an old Jew that kept a tavern,” and whom he CWalpole) 
nicknamed “ old Issachar,” and again in a letter dated June 26th, 1747, also to Si 
Horace Mann, he refers, in no flattering manner, to ‘“‘ Miss Norsa the playe 
also to “somebody's brother—who is to marry the Jewess’s sister.” 

In 1759, Maria, the daughter of Lord Orford and Hannah Norsa, married 
James, Earl of Waldegrave. The Countess of Waldegrave was famous for her 
extraordinary beauty, and Horace Walpole has many kindly references to her. as 
“my niece Waldegrave.” On the death of the Earl, Lady Waldegrave married 
William Henry the Duke of Gloucester, brother to King George the 
Third, but the marriage was kept a secret from the King for some time. The 
marriage caused some pity in the heart of Horace Walpole, who, writing 
upon the Duke of Cumberland’s marriage with Mrs. Horton, said it clashed wit) 
the situation of another person (the Duchess of Gloucester), “a person whom I 
most heartily pity, and who I did all I could to preserve from falling into go 


r 
r, and 


cruel a position.” ‘The issue of this marriage was William Frederick, Duke of 


Gloucester, and the Princess Sophia Matilda of Gloucester. Burke states that 
the Maria, Countess of Waldegrave who married the Duke of Gloucester, was 
the illegitimate daughter of Sir Edward Walpole, Lord Orford’s other brother 


and if this is so the note on the engraving in the Bank's Collection is wrong. 


I believe that the confusion arose through the fact that Hannah ‘Norsa and her 
sister were both intimate with the Walpoles. This accounts for the reference 
above to the somebody's brother, “ who ts to marry the J ewess's sister.” 

Such 1s the romantic history of Hannah Norsa, which has been collected from 


very imperfect details. Among the many brilliant ornaments of the stave that 


have sprung from the ranks of Judaism, Miss Norsa must take a foremost place 
although, strangely enough, her Jewish parentage seems to have been over- 
looked. | 

Bernard Lens’ etching of Mannah Norsa, which came into the possession ot 
Sir William Musgrave, and from which Silvester Harding made his drawing 
which Clamp engraved, as above, had a curious history, and is now in the British 
Museum. This unique etching has the following biographical notes of Hannah 
Norsa written at the back :— 

This large family was intimate with Mr. Rich; andon Miss Fenton's marr age with the 
Duke of Bolton, Miss Norsa was thought the most proper person to succeed her in the 
character of Polly in the “ Beggar's Opera” She performed but three seasons. She 
made her first appearance at Covent Garden Theatre on the 16th of December, 1732+ It ran 
twenty nights. On February 10th Miss Norsa acted Deidamia in Mr. Gay’s new 
opera, “Achilles”; on April 24th, Isabella in the “Stage Coach.” She a's. 
appeared as Klorain “ Hub in the Well”; Annie Paze, “ Merry Wives of Windsor”: 
Phillida in ‘Damon and Phillida,” Nell in th> * Devil t» Pay.” May tst, 1763, Miss 
Norsa played Lucinda in the “Conscious Lovers.” May 4th Phillida, after which 
her name does not appear in the play-bills. What was her destiny after this period 
where she lived or where she died I have not been able to discover. Waldron says. 
“A nobleman took her off the stage, with the concurrence of her parents, to wh 1m he 
gave a bond by which he engaged to marry her on the demise of his wife, from whom 
he had been separated. This information, which is all the Editur has be nab'e to meet 
with on the subject, was communicated to him by Mrs. Egerton, god-daughter of Miss 
Norsa.” 

This corroborates to a great extent what I have related above. though no 
reference is made to the Waldegrave incident. At Sir William Musgrave’'s sale 
by Mr. Richardson in March, 1800, Miss Norsa’s etching was sold, as [ find from 
the following. which I have taken from the original catalogue :— | 

“Gentlewomen—29th Day's Sale of Sir William Musgrave’s Collection— 
Lot 10J—One—Miss Hannah Norsa, actress, an etching by (Lens)—unique.” The 
etching was bought by Sir Mark Sykes, a famous collector, for £33 2s. 

At Sir Mark Sykes’ Sale at Sothebys in 1824, the etching went very cheap 
as (quoting from the original catalogue), “ Miss Hannah Norsa (actress) etching 
by Lens,’ included in one lot with eight proof engravings of such celebrated 
actresses, as Nance Oldfield, Mrs. Henrietta North and Miss Oliver. was sold 
for £2 3s.,and was bought by Rodd, a well-known collector. How Bernard 
Lens’ etching came into the possession of the British Museum, even. the 
authorities there do not know. It may be interesting to add that Hannah 
Norsa and Bernard Lens died in the same year—1789.

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Physical Training and Recreation. 
[BY MR, M. KAIZER, B.SC, | 
4 PAPER READ AT THE CONFERENCE ON JEWISH ELEMENTARY EDUCATION, 


Any system of training the young should aim at developing all the faculties 
necessary to its present and future well-being. To fit us to cope with the diffi- 
culties of our environment, adequately to appreciate the beauties of nature and 
art, in short, properly to discharge the functions of a civilized being—such are 
the aims of education. 

The subjects of instruction and the methods of imparting them have changed 

eatly from period to period. In early times, when “aggression and defence ” 
were the leading social activities, bodily vigour was the desideratum ; and then 
education was almost wholly physical. Mental cultivation was little cared for, 
and indeed was sometimes treated with contempt. But now that we are 
relatively peaceful, now that special muscular power is less frequently required 
while social success of nearly every kind depends very much on our mental 
power, our education has become almost exclusively mental. The opposite 
extreme has been reached. Instead of respecting the body and ignoring the 
mind we too often now respect the mind and ignore the body. ' 

Of course, both attitudes are wrong. he muscles, nerves and brain are so 
intimately related and so co-ordinated that neglect of. the one must necessaril 
impair the action of the others. As the physical underlies the mental, we shall 
be unable to arrive at a complete system of education without steering a middle 
course between the ancient and modern conceptions. 

The constitution of our Society is such that mental training will ever, so 
far as We can see, receive the sreates: attention during school attendance. — It is 
not likely, however, that its all-absorbing importance will continue to be advo- 
cated for long. Already there are clear signs of a great awakening to the 
deficiences of our national system of Elementary Education. The book- 
crammed child, able to repeat long lists of names from memory, has ceased to 
be the ideal of the beastie, if not of the parent. What we now desire, or 
should desire, is to see intellectual force and strength of body proceed pari passu, 
and not that one should be abnormally developed at the expense of the other. 
What both ought to look for now is not so much a diminution in intellectual 
power as an increase in the bodily vigour of the young, for this is the only sure 
foundation that mental attainments can be based on. 

If this applies to the nation as a whole, it applies to the Jewish community 
with peculiar force. Generations before Europe had awakened from its long 
intellectual night, the Jew had been accustomed to learning in every country 
where he found a home. His wits, already sharpened by the subtleties of 
Talmudical logic, were goaded on to greater perfection or imperfection by the 
hard conditions that the times laid upon him. Shrewdness and _ business 
qualities became for him the sine qué non. A fine physique was of 
little or no benefit to him, and he had neither time, opportunity, nor desire to 
attain to bodily perfection. Such hardships, enduring for generations, cannot 
but have produced their effect, and indeed we can see, as one of the results, the 
vreat neglect of physical culture among those Jews whose children are now 
attending our Elementary Schools. 

But it is not solely to hereditary influences that we can ascribe this general 
neglect. We must not forget that our Elementary Schools are regulated by the 
(rovernment, and that the Almighty Code has, until the last year or two, ruled 
with an iron hand both pupil and instructor. The teacher himself is a product 
of this system as well as the child. How long is it since the life of a pupil teacher 
ceased to be one round of dreary toil from morn till night? ‘Lhe time that 
should be devoted to relaxation had to be utilised for his own study. If he was 
fortunate enough to enter a training college it was left to his own initiative to 
acquire a liking for athletic exercises, or to learn how to cultivate such a liking in 


the young. He was, and asa rule is, too busy preparing for his Certificate 


examination, or dreaming of obtaining his degree. While the Education Depart- 
ment takes care that its teachers shall be properly equipped mentally, it omits 
eh to prepare them, or to test their capabilities for teaching any form of 
drill. 

_ This, although every school time-table must now make provision for the 
children to receive instruction in physical exercises if the higher grant is to be 
earned for discipline. 

The Department ought to wake up to this anomaly, and see that every training 
college shall have a complete gymnasium attached to it. This department 
should be under a competent director-—one who is familiar with every branch of 
gymnastics, and who can enter into and organize all the best sports. Here, 
systematic instruction could be given to every student in training. ‘This would 
benefit both male and female teacher directly, while the knowledge they would 
carry into the schoolroom and playground would render them not only valuable 
acquisitions to the school staff, but make them more popular with the scholars. 

f we examine the curriculum of an elementary school, we shall tind that 
such a subject as physical training isnot even recognised. Itis true that stringent 
rules are laid down whereby frequent access to the playground is secured daily. 


Only those who have carefully watehed children at play will know to what 


extent the roost is ruled by the strong and active, and how literally do the 
weaker go to the wall. This is why it so often happens that a shy, retiring 
child, after six or seven years spent in an elementary school, often leaves with 
weaknesses more pronounced instead of eliminated. Such children want special 
care and attention. Their thews and limbs are not defective, but want slow, 
steady training. The only provision made for them is the drill lesson, which 
ought to be given, when possible, in the open air, for the lungs, being more 
active during muscular exertion, require greater scope than is pinion by a 
schoolroom. The physical exercises taught by the Swedish Method are excellent, 
and, if some cheap apparatus be used, they attract boys and girls, to whom they 
are arelief from the monotony of the intellectual part of school work. The 
time devoted to these out-door exerc:ises is not more than half-an-hour or hour 
ber week, and might with advantage be doubled. ata 

‘For J ewish Schools, I would pre:fer a course of instruction in Military Drill, 
for boys in the Fourth Standard and upwards. As a means of improving 
discipline it is a ntl to the mere practice of physical exercises. Of course, 
it should be taught in conjunction with the rules for Physical Training as laid 
down in the Infantry Drill Book. Apparatus can be easily supplied in the shape 
ot broom-sticks, A boy having gone through a course of Swedish Drill, leaves 
school with a certain amount of ‘knowledge, which in a he will 
lever apply, but a moderate acquaintance with Military Drill is a force that he 
Can put to immediate use, for he finds himself surrounded by organisations like 


‘the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and later on the volunteers, and to these he will be 


Naturally attracted. 
th It should always be remembered that a drill lesson has a much wider object 
ian the improvement of school discipline. As a means of strengthening the 
muscles it is of no small value in the hands of a capable and energetic teacher. 
t jor.elder scholars, it is inferior to a gymnastic training, but the difficulties 
al obtaining fixed a tus and a competent instructor are very great in an 
Py pentary school. Those who have followed the Education Debates in 
‘rliament of late, know that there is a strong desire on the part of the 
sthorities to raise the age of leaving school. If such a reform be carried out, 
Powers like School Boards will establish

spent in these centres, exactly as is done now with such subjects as cookery. 
laundry work and manual training. There can be no doubt that this course of 
instruction would go a great way to improving the physique and cultivating a 
taste for athletics. 

After all that can be said™in its favour, we must never regard drill or 
gymnastics as a substitute, but rather an addition to the spontaneous activities 
of boys and girls. The formal muscular movements connected with drill are less 
varied than those accompanying juvenile sports—they do not, as a rule, secure 
so equal a distribution of action to all parts of the body, and are even occasionally 
made repulsive by assuming the shape of apnointed lessons which cannot be 
shirked. In fact it is this comparative want of enjoyment that leads to such an 


early desistence from artificial exercises 


How different is it with those outdoor games which have become by tradition | 


the peculiar Droperty of boys and girls ! 

The glad shout heard when they are liberated from the close atmosphere of 
the schoolroom, or when let loose in a field, tells that the human organism was 
intended to live the major portion of its waking hours in the pure fresh air. 

Herbert Spencer, in his valuable thoughts on Physical Education, is careful 
to point out that although the amount of bodily action is the same, it matters 
greatly whether it be pleasurable or otherwise. ‘An agreeable mental excite- 
ment has a highly invigorating influence, and happiness is the most powerful of 
tonics. By accelerating the circulation of the blood. it facilitates the perform- 
ance of every function, and so tends alike to increase health when it exists and 
to restore it when lost. Hence the intrinsic superiority of play to gymnastics. 
The extreme interest felt by children in their games and the riotous glee with 
which they carry on their rougher frolics are of as much importance as the 
accompanying exertion.” 

It can hardly be claimed that this principle has received adequate 
recognition in our schools; the opportunities provided there for the practice 
of the common outdoor sports are very meagre. A playground, often enough 
out of Ysa to the number of children who make a haven of it, sur- 
rounded by railings, walls and windows, is not an ideal place for the eccentricities 
of an impacted sphere whose co-efficient of elasticity is a small fraction. 

In crowded cities, where property is so valuable, the only available 
open spaces of fair dimensions are the parks and commons. To 
ordinary schools, access to the park offers a solution more or less com- 
plete. With the Jew, however, the case is not the same. He is not destined to 
indulge with such facility in the practice of athletics. Of the two days of 
leisure granted to elementary scholars, the Jew does not take advantage of one, 
and cannot on the other. The fence raised by the civil law on Sunday is rivalled 
by that which the Religious Law sets up on Saturday. Whether or how to 
teach his scholars to climb these fences without wounding his conscience on the 
one hand or offending the public gaze on the other—this is the problem for the 
Jewish teacher. Can this assembly, who have the educational interests of the 
community at heart, advise him what course to pursue? Can it, by its influence, 
obtain the decision of some weighty authority on this matter ! 

I believe most teachers admire Mr. Claude Montefiore’s literal interpretation 
of the Fourth Commandant, as expressed in the Bible for Home Reading, but I 
am not sure that they are so eager to put hisrecommendations into practice. 

The plaa of closing early one week-day during the summer instead of 
Friday, has been found to work well ina few Voluntary Schools, but this only 


meets the difficulty half way, and besides, it is not always convenient thus to 


interfere with the order of the school work. How then obviate this disadvantage 
under which Jewish boys and girls labour’? As Saturday is apparently not 
available, we cannot afford to wait till County and City Councils elect to meet 
the growing needs of large numbers of people for a freer and more enjoyable 
Sabbath. But surely in the Jewish community there must be found some noble 


patron, some Meecenas of sport, who will acquire or rent a pee of land and- 


grant the use of it to the pupils of Jewish Elementary Schools, I daresay that 
powers like the Jewish Lads’ Brigade or the Jewish Voluntary Schools 
Association would undertake the administration and the expenses of such a plot 
of ground. And what a boon this would be in London especially, and what an 
impetus would thus be given to physical training and recreation ! Sunday: as 
well as week-day matches in cricket, football and tennis could then be instituted, 
and a healthy spirit of competition encouraged among the various schools. 

In conclusion, I have to point out. that in these outdoor schemes of educa- 
tion, there are many indirect benefits to be gained. The teacher is brought into 
much closer contact with the pupils, and has a grander opportunity of studying 
their individuality when the pressure of school life is removed, and they are 
free and natural. As we have learnt from Pestalozzi, the personality of the 
teacher is the most important part of every lesson, and so we must fashion our 
methods to bring this all-important factor into fuller play. Nowhere, more 
than in the companionship of the cricket-field or the freedom of the playground 
can this object be secured. 

What we, who are interested in Jewish Elementary Education, must 
recognise and proclaim, is that Physical Culture has a high moral value, that 
it tends to stimulate feelings of self-respéct, a spirit of independence and 
amenability to discipline. | 

When this is understood and felt by us, we can then hope to regain the 


bodily vigour and the powers of endurance which belong by right of birth to 


the descendants of a hardy and warlike race. 


Another ‘Jewish Athlete. 


To the too meagre list of Jewish athletes should be added the name of Mr. 
George L. Platnauer. Mr. Platnauer is 27 years of age. He is a native of 
Birmingham, and was for two years a prominent member of the athletic club of 
that town. For five consecutive years he captained the National Shield Team. 
In 1805 he won the championship of the United Kingdom. Mr, Platnauer has 
for 11 years been teaching gymnastics in Birmingham, no less than eight clubs 
having had the benefit of his training, according toa Birmingham contemporary. 
Mr. Platnauer’s achievements are won in spite of his diminutive stature—he 
stands only 4ft. 114in., and scales considerably under 8 stone ; but Mr. Plat- 
nauer, nevertheless, thinks nothing of tearing asunder a pack of cards, and then 
one of the halves, without any apparent effort whatever.

The President of the Dublin Hebrew Congregation, Mr. Marinus De Groot, 
J.P., Mr. John Il). Rosenthal, Honorary Secretary, Mr. Ernest W. Harris, Mr. L. 
Weinstock and Mr. Robert Bradlaw, the purchaser of the ground, were present. 
The Rev. L. Mendelsohn, having delivered an impressive discourse and conse- 
crated the Cemetery, the President delivered an address, in which he compli- 
mented Mr. Bradlaw for his zeal and devotion to his religion in procuring the 
cemetery for residents in the City and County of Dublin for all time. Messrs, 
John D. Rosenthal and Ernest W. Harris also spoke. It may be mentioned that 
this property has been secured by Mr. Bradlaw without calling on the congrega- 
tion to advance any money, having purchased same from subscriptions, which 
he. with great zeal, raised by house to house Visitation and a mortgage for the 
balance. The property consists of eleven acres of fee simple land. The portion 
which is intended to be devoted to the cemetery, and which contains nearly an 
acre, is walled on all sides by a high, substantial brick wall, and the land itself, 
which is in a suburb called Dolphin’s Barn, is not further from the outskirts of 
the city than about half a mile. The President stated that a meeting of the 
free members of the congregation would be held for the purpose of presenting 
Mr. Bradlaw with an illuminated address in consideration of the very 
poo rbarors services he has rendered to the entire Jewish population of Dublin 
and its neighbourhood. |

A Sketch of the Game of Chess.* 
(Date doubtful, given variously; 12th and 14th to 15th Century), 


TRANSLATED FROM THE HEBREW OF BON SENIOR ABN YACHIA, 
By NINA DAVIS. 


“In the beginning of the reign,” the armies stand before thee. 

“ Thine eyes shall see the King in his glory, Behold he standeth at the 
head of all his hosts; “he shall cry, yea, he shall shout aloud; he shall do 
mightily against his enemies.” By the strength of his hand and in his power, he 


_is established in his stronghold, the fourth post, which is his place of encampment 


in the beginning of his reign. 

“ The Queen doth stand at his right hand” ; he looketh upon her with favour 

Nigh unto them are two_horsemen mounted upon fed horses ; at their right 
and at their left is an elephant, and a war-car on either side. 

These are the generals and officers. valiant in battle. Facing these in full 
array, stand two opposing lines of warriors. | 

“ The same are the mighty men which were of old.” Such are their posi- 
tions, and the “standards of their camps.” “according to their families, according 
to their father’s houses.” 

* Come let us take our fill of love.’ “and I will give thee a place of access 
between those that stand by.” I will display before thee the marchings and 
counter-marchings of this army, and I will explain in lucid words how “the 
battle is turned back at the gate.” ; 


When the King marcheth from place to place in his dominion, “there is but 
one law for him,” whether his course be flank-wise or straight ; all that he desireth 
he doeth ; but his heart is not ambitious to extend his range in battle, “lest he 
should die in the war.” | 

The Elephants advance three pacest without divergence, in oblique direction, 
bent in their path on victory, and they turn not aside. Behold them ‘tramping | 
forth, and whither they go, they work utter desolation. 

* And the Horsemen set themselves in array at the gate.” “Each hath his 
sword girt at his side.” “ The glory of the snorting is terrible.” They pace one 
stage athwart the field and take another step in an oblique direction, before they 
halt in the face of the enemy. 

Before the War-cars lies but a straight path, their movement being the same 
on their four sides. “They turn not when they go.” They march along the 
whole length of the path which is before them. If they prevail by strength none 
assaileth them ; but should the commanders or servants of the hostile King stand 
before them, gone is their power to pass. ‘“ Nor by their multitude, nor by their 
wealth” can they diverge from the course already taken. Notwithstanding the 
ereat strength of this officer, one of the lowest rank of the enemy may suddenly 
capture him, when he deemeth himself in absolute safety. 


When the war rageth the King avoideth standing at the extremity of the 
battle-field, far from his troops; and thither he attempteth not to go, nor is he 
seen there, nor found there, unless one of his warriors stand before him, as a 
shield and as a safeguard to conceal his person from all men, “ [f he arise again 
and walk abroad upon his staff,” after he hath been seen, he waxeth in his wrath : 
he goeth and hideth himself behind a wall ora fortress, and he fleeth and escapeth 
from the battle. | 


Behold, I have laid before thee “ goodly words,’ to teach thee to obey the 
King’s commands and his decree whithersoever they may reach thee. And con- 
cerning these men who draw near, have I not written unto thee “ excellent 
things?” I have shown thee the laws of the contest, its genius, and its 
principles, and every sign; and there lacketh not one about which I have not 
written. 

Excepting that we have not yet spoken of the woman. “She sitteth at the 
top of the high places by the city.”. “She is clamorous and wilful” in her way. 
‘She girdeth her loins with strength.” ‘“ Her feet abide not in her house.” She 
moveth in all directions, and turneth about her. Her evolutions are wonderful. 
her ardour untiring. How beautiful are her steps across the plain ! 


_And the King, clad in black garments standeth at the fourth post, which is 
white, over against the next post, which is black, where standeth his Queen. * He 
draweth nigh unto the thick darkness.” His eye is upon her, “for he hath 
married an Ethiopian woman.” “ They shall come out against thee one way,” with 
one movement and one journey. If they be not cautious, “as the one dieth, so 
dieth the other.” | 
But the black King is strong when there standeth before him a great and 
numerous and powerful people, serving him in the field of battle as a strong 
army. For they dare advance and bravely leap from place to place, “Their feet 
are straight feet ;” but if it be their will to capture prisoners or spoil, they may 
diverge to either flank. One of them may “ gain power and increase in strength. | 
Should he reach the haven of his desire, lo! he skippeth as a hart! Then is he 
swifter than the eagles of heaven, he hasteneth his steps, and doeth that in which 
his soul delighteth, even all that the woman doeth. 
And now the two Kings intrigue against each other, and pursue each other 
unto the death. One is embarrassed in the fight; and when he resteth in his 
place, an officer of the enemy may command him to go forth from his boundary, 

est he should smite him with destruction. He may retreat in any direction ; 
but if, in striving to escape his feet be caught inithe snare set by the warriors that 
surround him, then is his glory turned unto destruction. “Ah lord! ah for his 
glory!” And his people, who are left after him are as nothing; for of what 
account are they?

SALMON OMELETTE.—Separate half a pound of tinned Salmon into flakes,season with 
salt, pepper, @ little lemon juice, and add alittle of the liquid. Warm it, whip up three 

for an omelette, prepare it as usual,and just before completing the fold add the 
salmon ; then turn it out on a hot dish. 

SpicgD APPLE PUDDING.—Three teacupfuls of bread crumbs, ditto of apples, 
pared cored, and rey re very finely, one cupful of sugar, quarter a pound of raisins 
seeded and chopped, a little candid citron, two tablespoonfuls of brandy, one tablespdonfa 
of cinnamon, half a teaspoonful of ground cloves, one tablespoonful of mace, two or three 
eggs beaten separately. Grease and mould well, and bake for one hour very slowly. 

RiIcE DUMPLINGS.—One pound of rice, one dozen tart apples, two quarts of water, 
sugar and cinnamon, a few stoned raisins, currants and chopped almonds :— Wash the rice 
and boil for 10 minutes, drain inacolander. Pare and core the apples, fill the spaces 
with sugar, cinnamon and the dried fruit mixed together, then cover the apples with a 
thick coating of rice. Tie each dumpling in a dumpling cloth and put them in a pot of 
cold water, bring the water quickly to a boil and boil forty minutes. When done untie 
the cloths and turn the dumplings on a dish and pour red currant sauce over. 


PINEAPPLE SHERBET (AMERICAN).—A pint-and-half can of pineapple, a small 
pound of sugar, a pint of water, one tablespoonful of gelatine :—soak the gelatine one or 
two hours in cold water to cover. Cut the hearts and the eyes from the fruit, chop it 
fne and add the sugar and the juice fromthe can. Have half of the water hot and 
dissolve the gelatine in it. Stir this and the cold water into the pineapple. Freeze. 
This sherbet will be white and creamy.
